MONTEFIORE, can talk, in his hearing, of neutralising the poison 
gas from Berlin—- the poison gas of libel and calumny "—and 
can assert “that in the- service of pro-Nazi propaganda there 
were many well-connected and aristocratic: emissanes with 
access to the best drawing-rooms in Mayfair,” 
patience to listen to warnings about exaggeration.

They were not even more ‘important 
attacks. Their volume made it appear that they were more 
important than they had been in the past.”

Only that and 
nothing more! Can one be blamed if one asks whether even 
now the gentlemen to whose care our vital interes‘s are com- 
mitted are awake to the seriousness of the position ? 

Panic? Nobody wants it. But who are the individuals 
who now lecture others about it? They are the people who, 
month after month, have brngled and trifled with the whole 
question of defence, who were too chicken-hearted and too 
distrus!ful of their fellow-Jews to a:k the Community for funds 
for its own protection, and who, after carrying on for a year 
with a grotesque fighting fund of £750, have only now, like the 
immortal Mr. Snodgrass, taken off their coat and announced 
that they are about to begin—now, when the campaign of abuse 
has been given a good, long start and will not easily be overtaken ! 
Let us tell them that they themselves are the real panic-makers.

The Ghost of Tsarism 
Walks Abroad 


Nazism and Bolshevism present many points of resem. 

blance is almost a commonplace of the critics of Moscow 
rule, despite the glaring difference that the latter has no use for 
racial fanaticism and has liberated the Russian Jews. Now, how- 
ever, and with greater plausibility, comes another writer, who finds 
resemblance in Nazism not to Bolshevism, but to the horror of 
which it was the implacable enemy and which it ultimately 
destroyedbesond hope of*réstrrection—in a word, Tsarism. The 
article “in question is from the pen of Mr. William Zukerman, and 
appears’in the eurrent issue of THe MENoRAH JoURNAL. Its thesis 
has something more than an academic interest: at any rate, Mr, 
Zukerman maintains that it has. And it is stated with a clarity and 
force which suggest vividly that Nazism is just Tsarism re-visitizg 
the earth again, dressed in a brown uniform, and speaking the 
German language that, in short, the ghost of old Russia is 
walking again—in the streets of twentieth century Germany. Mr, 
Zukerman -advances proofs for this preresition. The resemblance 
for imstance, between the Nuremberg Laws and the infamoug, 
decrees against Russian Jews known as the May Laws is, he 
tells us, so great both in spirit and detail that one cannot escape 
the conviction that the Nazi regime is consciously and deliberately 
imitating the Tsarist legislation of half-a-century ago and the entire 
anti-Jewish policy which made the reign of Alexander III notorious 
for its barbarism. 


if is almost, says Mr. Zukerman, as if the Third Reich has torn 

out a page of Tsarist history and is re-enacting it without a 
single alteration. “It is as near a case of political plagiarism as 
can be found in history” (there is no cause for wonder in this, for 
Jew-baiters even to-day are only mumbling the accusations of the 
Pharaohs and Hamans of centuries ago). Tlius the May Laws, like 
the Nuremberg Laws, were given a so-called “ philosophic” basis. 
Both were the product of an ultra-nationalist movement. Like the 
Nazis, the Pan-Slavists in Russia preached the superiority of their 
culture to the “ rotten Liberalism of Western Europe.” Both were 
devised primarily with the purpose of re-imposing the Ghetto on the 
Jews. The Russian Jews, like their German co-religionists later, 
were subsequently debarred from secondary and higher education 
by the introduction of the educational norm. In both instances, 
Jews were excluded from the Law and most other professions, from 
positions in the Government, from the railways, the land, and so 
forth. And just as the exceptions at first made for German-Jewish 
ex-soldiers were subsequently swept away, so the similar Russian 
exceptions disappeared in duecourse. In brief, says Mr. Zukerman, 
the Russian system was an anticipation of the Aryan paragraph 
and the Nuremberg Laws. Indeed,” the May Laws and the present 
Nazi legislation are so strikingly similar that one suspects that 
someone in the Nazi leadership—most likely Alfred Rosenberg, who 
has a knowledge of Russian and a training in Tsarist methods— 
has simply copied the older measures and adapted them to German 
conditions. In some cases, indeed, the adaptation did not go further 
than mere translation from the Russian into German.” 


HE writer of the article from which [ am quoting pursues what 

he calls “the historic Russian parallel.” Like the Nazi 
measures of to-day, the May Laws were based on the fundamental 
theory that the five million Jews who had been planted for centuries 
in Russia were an alien element, “ parasites ” living on the Russian 
body, and as such were to be banished or condemned to extinction. 
In both cases “ proof’ was found in the Talmud. A big emigration 
of the Jews was the favourite scheme of Pobiedonostzeff, the famous, 
or infamous, inspirer of the May Laws, the Procurator of the Holy 
Synod, to give him his official title, and “perhaps the Dr. Goebbels 
of Tsarism,” as Mr. Zukerman remarks. (Well do I remember this 
sinister figure, for a character-sketch of him was one of my own 
first essays in Jewish journalism, written, I recollect, for THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE). As with the Nazis, the Russian Jew-baiterg 
encouraged Jewish emigration. Even the effect produced by the 
anti-Jewish campaign on foreigy opinion was “ largely the same "— 
the voice of the “indignation mongers,” as H. G. Wells inelegantly 
calls them, was heard during the earlier, as in the later, oppression, 
though the results are not comparable. At the time of the Russian 
persecution, King Edward VII, then Prince of Wales, was reported to 
have interceded with the. Tsar, although he expressed his helpless- 
ness beforehand with such a “fool” (as he is said to have described 
his Russian cousin); but the late Premier of this country (Me. 
Ramsay MacDonald) remained dumb in the face of the Nazi persecu- 
tion. Moreover, a million Russian Jews were given refuge abroad, 


but no one could say with any confidence where the balf-million 


German Jews could to-day find a resting place for their bolies and 
souls, 


WO more points of resemblance that Mr. Zukerman mentions 
are worth noting. Just as the anti-Jewish laws in Russia 
were preceded by ferocious Jew-baiting which was part of a 
deliberate policy of paving the way for the May Laws, so the drive 
of Julius Streicher was copied from that campaign and pursued the 
same object. That fact also explains “how the Government ofa 
State which was only yesterday among the leaders of civilisation 
could let loose sucha stream of vile pornography, sub-human 
hatred and crude medieval bigotry.’ The second point of 
resemblance is that the May Laws were accompanied with a 
ceclaration that they were intended to do away with anti-Jewish 
excesses and individual acts against the Jews, and to legalise and 
secure the Jewish position. How faithfully the Nazis have followed 
that precedent my readers do not need to be told! Yet, admitting 
the almost photographic similarity between the Tsarist and Nazi 
methods, one cannot but be conscious f some differences between 
them. The Russian Jews were not debarred, ‘as are their German 
co-religionists, from serving as privates in the army, though I 
believe that the Gefman Jews can be called up in war, not 
necessarily, however, for the work of fighting. Mr. Zukerman 
admits also that the Pan-Slavists never preached the racial and 
biood superiority of the Slavs, that the May Laws did not contain a 
law against exter-marriage and the employmont of young S!av 
women by Jews, and that they lacked all the “safeguards for the 
protection of the blood” ef the “superior race.” But that may only 
have been because the still Orthodox Russian Jews of those days 
had not mixed in marriage with non-Jews in the same way that 
the German Jews had done. My own recollection is that the slogan 
of the Jew-baiters was “ One Nation, one Church, one Tsar.” From 
this, it would seem that the idea of race was present ia their 
theories, though the question of superiority may not have been 
stressed in the same way-as iu Nazi Gerimany. 


IIAT is more, this slogan suggests another po.nt of difference, 

It is contained in the stipialation “one Church.” This 
illustrates the fact that Tsarist anti-Sewitism had, in part, a religious 
inspiration. Its high priest was the Procurator of the Holy Synod. 
Indeed, Pobiedonostzeff's famous specific for thé solution of the 
Russo-Jewish problem was: One third of the Russian Jews to 
emigrate; one third to die out; and one third to accept Christianity. 
There is no religSon in the Nazi persecution of priests and pastors, 
or in the Goebbels whose book has been plffced on the Papal Index. 
And, so far from the Nazis trying to Christianise Jews, conversion does 
notuntlock the gates of the Ghetto, and Christians of even partly 
Jewish origin are merged with Jéwsinacommon damnation! Further, 
the May Laws were always called “ Temporary Laws,” though .they 
lasted thirty-five years.. No such limitation is applied to the 
Nuremberg Laws. They are intended for all time! Will they last 
That is the crucial question that emerges from Mr. 
Zukerman'’s article. We are warned that the Nazi imitation of 
Tsarism springs from an inner similarity of spirit which makes 
imitation inevitable and drives the imitator to the inexorable end 
of the road which he is following. The May Laws led to the still 
sterner legislation of '87, to the expulsion of the Jews from Moscow 
in "91, and to the bloody massacres of hishineff, Odessa and Homel 
in 1903. “Why should the Nuremberg Liws end with Nuremberg? 
Will not the Jews in Germany have to run the full gauntlet of 
martyrdom as did the Jews in Russia?”

This is not the only

despite the absence from Germany hitherto of pogroms on the Russian 
scale—a fact which, like the Jewish boycott of Germany, differentiates 
the present persecution and its reactions from the earlier models.

ILL Nazism, however, go forward to “the end of the road” ? 
There is one point in this connection that Mr. Zukerman 
overlooks. The Tsardom was an hereditary institution, whereas 
Nazism is largely, if not almost entirely, Hitlerism. If Hitler and 
Hitler-worship disappeared, there would be nothing comparable in 
power to take their place. But Mr. Zukerman is not without hope. 
The Tsarist persecutions, he reminds us, drove the Russian Jews 
almost as a body into the Russian revolutionary movement, and this 
quickened the process which brought about the violent collapse of 
that entire force of social reaction which had oppressed Russig 
and the world. “ Once history has begun to repeat itself, who will 
stay its course? Who will say that Germany will follow the ghosts 
of Tsarist history only until 1905, and no further?” “Almost the 
first result of the present anti-Jewish laws in Germany is bound to 
be that the German Jews will be thrown into closer association 
with those suppressed Labour groups that are now working 
underground in Germany for the overthrow of the regime.” But, 
in the first place, as is admitted, German Jews are not a revolu- 
tionary people, but bourgeois of the bourgenis. They lack “ that 
passionate inborn sense of revolt against injustice which under 
similar circumstances of oppression in Russia sent thousands of 
Jews into the vanguard positions of the revolutionary movement.” 
We are told that circumstances are rapidly changing their psycho- 
logy. One sees no traces of it—only a desire to emigrate which may 
not be harboured, as we are told it is, only by Jewish Nationalists. 
Nor am I, for one, much of a believer in the suppressed Labour 
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groups said to be working underground. Nazism differs from 
Tsarism in that it seems to have made a really thorough end of all 
opposition.

Under Gover otf this fire, Of Insurgents rolled boulders:-on to 
the line behind the train. Having thus trapped their quarry, the Arabs 
made a determined attempt to rush the train. A: burst of rapid fire 
killed four of the insurgents and sent the rest to the hills. After the 
boulders had been removed, the train proceeded. 

The Cheshires had driven aan earhet attack (oti the train 
scme three nules outside Jerusalem, and one Arab was killed. 

The biggest encounter since the beginning of the disturbances 
occurred three mules east of Nur et Shems, near Tul-Karm on 
Saturday morning and lasted seven hours. 

A convoy under military escort, bound for the north from Tel-Aviv, 
was ambushed by a band of Arabs, estitnated at sixty, which fired at 
the convoy from all sides. The Roval Scots Fusthers, who escorted the 
convoy, retahated, while reinforcements of Seaforth Highlanders were 
mmmediately dispatched. In the meantime, 


aircraft engaged the 
attackers with machine-guns. 


The Seaforth Highlanders, assisted by 
aircraft, attacked the band, which split into two sections, one making 
for the north and the larger section for the south. Both sections were 
pursued and closely engaged by the Seaforths and acroplanes. Three 
of the planes were hit while returning to the landing-ground, but 
landed safely. 

The Arabs retreated into the caves and hills, where they were 
pursued until sunset. Sergeant Henry Sills, of the Seaforth Highlanders, 
was killed and three of the Scots Fusiliers were wounded, two seriously 
and one slightly. It is believed that twenty-two Arabs were killed. 

Eye-witnesses of the encounter report the exceptional courage and 
bravery of the British soldiers. When the shooting began, convoys 
from Jerusalem, Tel-Aviv and Haita were collected into a safe place 
to await the end of the fighting. 


Jewish Drivers’ Courage Commended 


The commander of the military headquarters at Sarafend invited 
Jewish drivers of the “ Egged ” Bus Line to meet him on Monday and 
thanked them warmly for the courage and active assistance they gave 
when engaged in the transport of troops at the battle at Nur el Shems. 

One driver, Mr. Yerushalmi, seized the rifle of a wounded soldier 
and continued firing, thus protecting him from further injuries. 
Another driver, Izchak Rabinovitz, of Kvuza Naana, drove through a 
rain of bullets with a supply of ammunition for the soldiers. 

Military authorities have, on several occasions, expressed -their 
satisfaction with the service and courage of Jewish drivers of the 
“ Egged” Company and other co-operative services engaged in the 
transport of troops. 


A bomb was thrown last week at a “ Drom Yehuda” ‘bus whilst 
passing near Mikveh Israel on its way to Tel-Aviy. Israel Shpater, 
aged twenty-eight, manager of the Leviathan lamp factory, died in 
the Hadassah Hospital at Tel-Aviv from his injuries. Another 
passenger, Mr Shimon Blatt, aged thirty-four, was seriously injured.

village of Yazur, about three miles beyond Jaffa, It was decided te 
deal drastically with the village, since this was the eighth outrage 
traced to it. 

Accordingly, last Friday,.the 2ad Battalion Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire Regiment, surrounded the village while four platoons 
of the Queen's Own Cameron Highlanders, stretched out in a single 
line, went through the entire area. Every house was searched and 
all males were taken to the boys’ school where Mr. Pollock, the 
District Officer, awaited them. Meanwhile troops, supported by two 
tanks, guarded the main road and all traffic was held up and 
searched. 

A complete outfit for making cartridges was found under @ 
threshing floor. 

All but a very few of the villagers were accounted for and at 
the end of an inguiry Me. Pollock announced that as the village was 


not willing to give evidence which would enable the culprits to be 


traced, the Government would impose a collective fine of £200. He 
ordered that, pending payment, all livye-stock should be seized. 

Yazur is one of the largest villages covering about 1,000 acres, 
with a population of more than 2,000, and the search took several 
hours. There was considerable excitement, but no violence. 


O'd Jaffa Demolished 
Slum Clearance by Soldiers 


Following on orders given last week that parts of the Old City of 
Jatia be demolished, the Royal Engineers are now occtipred in 
muting the condemned areas. The labyrinth of atlevs in the Old (ity 
rendered the work ot police patrols very dillicult. 

The mhabitants of the condemned buildings and most of the rest 
of the Old City have been removed Barbed-wire barners and troops 
are guarding the area and keeping the people at a ‘distance. The 
evicted famulies, 1f homeless, are accommodated in separate rooms in 
Government schools and provided with 20 mils, approximately Od. a 
person daily for a week. Many are living in orange groves, as 1s 
‘counmon mn the hot season. 

Tanks have demolished a large number of unsightly and unsani- 
tary tin shacks alongside the main road trom Jatta to Jerusalem, 
which are known as “tin town ”~ and are situated on the outskirts of 
Jafia. This quarter was previously inhabited by Hauranis. many of 
whom have returned to Svna. It was from thus distmet that shots 
were fired and a bomb was thrown on Jewish buses recently. 


Arab Spokesman in London 
MR. GHORY AT FRIENDS HOUSE 


Mr. Emile A. Ghory, Secretary of the Palestine Arab Party, pub 
the Arab case in Palestine, reiterg*ing the familiar arguments used 
in Arab articles and speeches, ataluncheon-hour meeting at Friends 
House, Euston Road, N.W.1, on Tuesday. 

The report, he said, of each of the Commissions, which had 
been sent out to Palestine, had been favourable to the Arabs and 
had recommended that certain steps should be taken in order to 


establish permanent peace. He was sorry to say, however, that not. 


one of the recommendations of these Commissions had been carried 
out by the British Government. After studying the Shaw Com. 
mission's Report and that of Sir John Hope Simpson, the British 
Government published a White Paper which aimed to do justice to 
the Arabs. But one month later that White Paper was reversed. 

“ We either die or get justice,” declared Mr. Ghory. The Arabs 
in Palestine, be said, would remain on strike unless Jewish immigra- 
tion was stopped, unless a promise was given by Great Britain that 
a radical change would take place in regard to its Palestine policy. 

He strongly denied that the Arab opposition was actuated by 
anti-Semitism. Anti-Semitism, he said, was a European feeling. 
They did not have it in Palestine. They were Semites themselves. 

Mr. Ghory replied to a number of questions.

Difficulties of Dealing with Guerilla 


The House would appreciate the difficulty of action against 
individual snipers, but the mulitary remforcements were preventing 
large-scale acts of violence and the authorities were distmbuting forces 
throughout the country to afford greater protection to life, and 
property.

Mr. Ormsby-Gore said that he would take the opportunity: of 
expressing His Majesty's Government’s complete confidence im Sir 
Arthur Wauchope. They would also pay special tribute to the 
Palestine Police, British, Arab and Jew, for their devotion to dutv and 
loyalty in the face of trying circumstances, and to the Jews in Palestine 
who, despite. extreme provocation and attack, had exercised the most 
commendable self-restraint. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Watkins (Lab., Hackney, C.) asked whether any of the Arab 
casualties were caused by Jews or whether the whole of them were 
caused by police action. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore said he had no detailed information of that kind. 
but undoubtedly some Jews had taken part in the disturbances. In 
the main the restraint of the Jewish population had been really 
remarkable. 

He then gave the following statistics ; 1,823 Arabs had been tried 
and 1,206 had been convicted; 418 Jews had been tried and 328 
convicted. 

* 336 Arabs had been acquitted and 281 were awaiting trial; 
24 Jews had been convicted and 76 were awaiting trial. 

Collective fines had been imposed on villages in 20 instances, 
and police posts, for which the inhabitants had to bear the cost, had 
been established in 27 villages. . 

81 Arab leaders were now detained in Sarafand camp and 122 had 
been placed under police supervision. 

He was glad to say that the situation in the immediate neighbour- 
ing mandated territory of Transjordania, under the steadying influence 
of the Emir Abdullay remained almost entirely undisturbed. 


““ Government Will Not Be Moved By Violence "’ 


Let. me say at once,” he stated, “ that the Government have not 


been and will not be moved by violence and outrage, As soon as 
order is restored, but not before, His Ma jesty will be advised to appoint. 
a Royal Commission to visit Palestine to carry out investigations into 
the causes of unrest and of any grievances which might be broiight to 
their notice by either Arabs or Jews. 
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“The sole aim of the Government is to obtain an objective and 
non-partisan report which will enable them to do justice to all sections 
of the Palestine population, and I am convinced that on the basis of the 
recommendations of such a Commission, a means can be, and will be, 
found within the framework of the Maridate with its dual obligation to 
Jews and non-Jews. 

* There is a traditional friendship between Great Britain and the 
Arab peoples which the Government value, and it is their earnest 
desire to see preserved, and they believe that that is equally the 
desire of the vast majority. of Arab peoples throughout the. world.” 

After referring to the Balfour Declaration, on w fich the Mandate 
was based, Mr. Ormsby-Gore contended that the troubles that led to 
the present position were largely psychological. The Arabs were afraid 
that the Jews would completely dominate the country and they feared 
for the future of their owa race. The Jews were afraid that the great 
and really remarkable work that they had already done in Palestine 
would he cit or prevented, and the National Home on which 
they had set thir hearts would be brought to nought. 

honestly believe.” he added, “that both these fears are base. 
less, but they must be shown to be baseless.” 

The Government could rot contemplate any change of policy until 
the report of the Commussion had been considered. : 

“We hold the Mandate for Palestine, established in trust for the 


world.” he said, “which regards Palestine with sentiments above. 


perhaps, any other country and we are determined to preserve our 


authonty as the Mandatory power and to adimiuster Palestine with 
justice and equity to Jew and non-Jew ahke.” 


Cannot Possibly Agree to Arab Demands 


Mr. Ormsby-Gore, replying to Viece-Admuiral Taylor (C, South 
Paddington), said that he could not possibly ‘agree to the Arab 
demands. 

Mr. T. Williams (Lab., Don Valley), asked why had not the leaders 
of the Arab Committee, which convened the stnke, been dealt: with 
before the whole question got completely out of hand. Had the many 
rumours that foreign money was being sent to help the strike any 
foundation? What steps was the Formgn Office taking if the strik 
wis heing fomented from abroad 

Since 1922. the number of Arabs who had immigrated into 
Palestine was a quarter of a mullion. Why should so many have 
inunigrated there if conditions were as intolerable in Palestine as some 
would make us beheve ? 

Lord Winterton (Con., Horsham) said: “I reprobate the kind ot 
articles which have appeared In two papers, THe JEWISH CHRONICL 
and another paper which has been sent to Members of Parhament, in 
which it is suggested that. the Government are doing nothing, that 
they are weak and that more drastic action should be taken. Inc: 
dentally, I may say that the Jews have behaved admirably on the 
whole, and T should like to pay a compliment to what the Jews hav: 
done in Palestine, and to say, in common with every member of the 
(‘onmmmittee, that I detest and loathe the manner in which they hav: 
been treated in a certain great country of Europe, and I should hke 
to see everything possible done for them. But it 1s a significant fact 
that it 1s not wholly the Moslem and Christian Arabs who have been 
concerned in the disturbances; because I note that there have been 
1.206 convictions ot Arabs and 328 of Jews. The proportion Is almost 
the same as the proportion of Arabs and Jews in Palestine.” 


Mr. Lloyd George 

Mr. Lioyd George (L., Carnarvon Boroughs) said he interven 
in the debate because he had a certain measure of responsibility for the 
Balfour Declaration. He did not think the Arabs had much mght to 
complain of the British attitude. Before the War they were a subject 
race. British arms hberated them. It was the action of the Britis): 
Kmynre that hberated the Arabs in Arabia, Mesopotamia and 
Transjordamia, 

The most important line of communication between us and the 
Kast was very dependent upon Palestine, and more dependent now 
than it was when we had complete control of Egypt. The obligation 
ot the Mandate was an obligation of honour and we could not go 
back upon at. 

He was certain, from information he had received, that the 
troubles in Abyssima had a great deal to do with the troubles in 
Palestine on both sides. 

He thought the House did not know how much Great Britain 
owed to Dr. Weizmann, with his marvellous scientific brain. He saved 
the British Army at a moment when a particular ingredient essentia! 
tor our great guns was exhausted. 

He was glad that the Government had interpreted the Mandate 
hberally since the persecution of the Jews in Germany. Since then a 
more educated type of Jew had emigrated to Palestine. ; 

The Arabs, continued Mr. Lloyd George, were demanding 
practically that there should be no more Jewish immigration. But that 
could not be accepted without dishonouring our obligations. 

In. these circumstances, he hoped that the Governnient would 
stand firm by their obligations. He was sure the Colonial Secretar, 
would not flinch—so long as he could keep the others in order. Mucli 
depended on the forces we maintained there. It was important tha‘ 
there should be such a display of force that those organising this revolt 
would realise that we meant business. 

He doubted whether the forces now in Palestine were sufficient. 
There was aiso the question of protection of isolated Jewish colonies. 
if they were subject to attack by armed Arabs something might be done 
to allow such threatened Jews to defend themselves. 

Mr. Amery (C., Sparkbrook) agreed that law and order must first 
be restored and wondered why tear gas was not used, which was better 
than fatal rifle fire for dispersing rioters. The task in Palestine had « 
dual obligation, he said. There was Our duty to meet the age-long 
aspirations of the Jews to find ‘a home which was theirs by right and 
not by sufferance. The expériment in Palestine had been such 4 
success that we were fully justified in carrying it on. 

In the last sixteen years the Jewish population had increased by 


cover 16,000, and the Arab population by over 30,000. The ‘Arabs 


feared that Jewish immigration would eventually turn the Arabs into 
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landless hewers of wood and drawers of water. That fear had got to 
be met fairly. Just as areas’ had been set aside in Kenya for the 
natives, so should areas be set aside in Palestine for the native Arabs. 

If the ge ch pn made it clear that equality was 
guaranteed to Azg¥ as well as Jew, it would do away with the 
reasonable fears entertained by the Arabs. ; 

“From the point of view of defence,” added Mr. Amery. “ it is 
the Clapham Junction of all the air routes between this country and 
Africa and Asia. It has oecupied an itomensely important position in 
the new conditions in the Mediterranean. Cyprus, Palestine and 
Egypt efiectively held make it possible, not only to keep open the 
Suez Canal, but effectively to hold the whole of the 
Mediterranean.”

Hebrew Press On the Cause of the Trouble 
Strike Due Solely to Terrorists 


Commenting on the recent debate in the Commons, the Hebrew 
Press points out that although the Yishuv welcomes Mr. Ormsby-Gore’s 
statement that the Government will not yield to violence, the most 
important question is still whether the Palestine Government will be 
influenced by the strong words of representatives of all parties in 
Parliament. ;

_ Administration's Pitiable Bungling

An apt legal comment on the present imbroglo in this country ts 
eontained in a letter from a Jewish barrister residing in Jerusalem 
which has been published in the PALestine Post.

SUNDAY IN FINSBURY PARK 


Demonstration and Counter-Demonstration 
AN ARMY OF POLICE 


Those who attended the protest meeting against Fascism which 
was organised in Finsbury Park on Sunday evening to counter the 
Mosley meeting held there at the same time, were amazed at the 
imposing force of pohce which the authorities felt was necessary—as 
they invariably do when the Blackshirts make their provocative public 
appearances. There appeared to be over six hundred officers of the law, 
and their arrival—on foot, in vans and “ black marias,” on horseback, 
in motor cars—together with the attendance of ambulances, St. John 
men and nurses, introduced almost a war-like atmosphere. A trouble- 
some evening seemed to be indicated. 

As it happened, there were but two arrests and few disorderly 
incidents, but one of the latter served to provide the most dramatic 
moment of the evening. This was the appearance on the platform 
of the British Union of Democrats, who arranged the counter-meeting, 
of a man with a bandaged head, who had just returned from hospital 
and who provided a stnkmg illustration of the Blackshirt thuggery 
which he denounced. He told of the sudden attack made by a group 
of Fascists following some remarks by opponents of Mosley near the 
leader's platform. This group struck out left and right at anyone 
standing in the way. The blow this man received was, according to the 
St. John men who attended him and who spoke to THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE Representative present, one that could not have been made 
with the bare fist. According to a witness, Mr. J. A. Proctor, a 
knuckle-duster was used, and Mr. Proctor, as well as the victim, Mr. 
F’. Davenport, told our Representative that they appealed to a police 
sergeant, whose number they had taken, to proceed with them to 
the group of Fascists among whom they would point out the man who 
committed the assault, and that the officer refused to take any action. 
Davenport was taken to the Royal Northern Hospital, where the deep 
wound under his eye was sewn with three stitches. The account he 


gave to the large audience of the incident and of the inaction of the. 


police drew repeated cries of “ shame!” 

Mr. H. A. Swart, who presided, appealed, at the opening of the 
meeting, to Jews and to all sympathisers with the Union, to stay round 
the van of the British Union of Democrats and not to play into the 
hands of the Blackshirts by approaching their platform. The Union, he 
explained, was being run under the auspices of no particular party, 
but aimed, with the co-operation of all parties, at the removal of 


Fascism from this country. In a scathing denunciation of Mosley and 
Mosleyvism, he pointed out that the Blackshuirts, in spite of their having 
Aas a slogan, * Britain for the Britash,” were, nevertheless, a foreign 
movement with a foreign uniform, a foreign salute and the technique of 
foreign demagogues. The military complexion of the Fascist organisa- 
tion was highly provocative and he was glad to have heard that the 
question of uniforms was being taken up by some M.P.’s, for it was 
ligh time that question was dealt wyth. 

Speeches were delivered by Councillor N. Bloom, Messrs. Llewelyn 
Keating. Moss and others, who reminded the audience that the Mosley 
demonstration they were witnessing that evening was the kind of 
thing that in Germany had preceded the Hitler regime, and warned 
them that Mosley’s foul campaign of hes about the Jewish race would, 
if he were ever allowed to come into power, be followed by a treat- 
ment of Jews and others as shameful as that experienced in Germany. 

Messages were read from Messrs. D. N. Prntt, K.C., M.P., F. Messer, 
M.P., G. Lansbury, M.P., and W. Cluse, M.P. Mr. Pritt wrote: “ It is 
more important to-day than ever to fight for the freedom, peace and 
liberty which we have built up. Fascism threatens all of these, and in 
none of its manifestations is it more deplorable than in its attempt to 
stir up il-feeling between Jew and Gentile.” 

Mr. Messer, M.P., wrote: “Anything that can be done to expose 
the menace of Fascism in this country should receive. the heartiest 
support of every right-thinking man and woman. The brutalities of 
Fascism in Germany and Italy must have no_ counterpart in this 
country and sotne idea of what may be expected from Fascists can be 
gained by the instances of organised terrorism for which they have been 
responsible .... Their atternpt at the persecution of the Jews and 
socialists gives some idea of the methods they would adopt if they were 
in control in this country.” 

The Chairman paid tributes to the help Capt. Hudson, M.P., and 
Sur George Jones, M.P., were giving to the Union in its endeavours tuo 
stop hieoliganism in Hackney and Stoke Newington. Mr. F. Montagu, 
M.P., who attended the meeting, gave assurances that he would raise 
in Parhament the question of the large numbers of police being needed 
to deal with the evening's demonstration. 

The following resolution, which the Chairman put, was 
enthusiastically carned: “That this meeting protests against tly 
Fascist provocation, an example of which has been seen in this Park 
to-day, led by Oswald Mosley under the protection of the police force 
and the Home Othce department, and supports all efforts that are 
being made to fight this anti-British and anti-Social movement.” 


Mosley’s Hitlerist Speech 


A police cordon, thrown across the entire width of the field. 
separated the Blackshirts and their opponents, The Blackshirts, about ° 
six or seven hundred strong, arrived from the opposite direction to the 
anti-Fascists, and were headed by a band. There were contingents 0! 
Blackshirt men and women, Greyshirts, peak-capped and jack-booted 
“ Storm-troopers,” lorries, loudspeaker van and motor-cycles. As 
their standards indicated, they were largely drawn from such places as 
Chelsea, Kingston, Hendon, Ealing and other parts remote from 
Finsbury. As Mosley passed, smiling, the hostile crowd lining the route 
roared its opposition. 

The Mosley meeting began immediately, but apart from the 
Blackshirts, the audience within the cordon was comparatively small, 
and several who voiced their hostility were hustled out by the police 
After posing for several cameras, Mosley proceeded, for about half-an 
hour, to call for a British alliance with Germany and Italy in order to 
“ safeguard peace.” The sultriness of the weather apparently had a 
damping effect on Blackshirt ardour, for the applause, when it came, 
was mechanical and perfunctory, while such were the cries of the 
crowd near the cordon that Mosley’s remarks, despite the fact that he 
used loudspeakers which were more powerful than those of the Britis): 
Union of Democrats, were at first inaudible. 

Repeated references were made to “Jewish and _ orienta! 
financiers,” in a seeming endeavour to stir up drooping interest, anc 
Mosley paused after each anti-Jewish tirade to reap the expected, but 
somewhat tardy, applause. “Refuse to fight in the Jews’ quarrel,” he 
declaimed. “ Drive out the Jewish financiers .... Nothing divides us 
from Germany except the Jews, who hate Germany.... Purge from 
our life-blood the oriental element which corrupts and destroys.” The 
charge against the Blackshirts that their movement was of foreiz 
origin was a lie invented by the Jews and their Press, he declared. A‘ 
this point the leader was suddenly out-ranted by a violent thunder- 
clap and the anti-Fascists hilariously voiced their applause. 

_ When Mosley had finished, songs were struck up and the Black- 
shirts proceeded to leave the Park. The police precautions to escor' 
them out were elaborate.

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Assaults on Jews in Hackney 
Extra Police Detailed

the Sth March last, two complamts had been received by the police 
of assaults having been conunitted by Fascists on Jews in the vicimts 
of Hackney Downs. In each case, the alleged assaults were trivial 
and no deseription of the assailants, other than that they were believed 
to be Blackshirts, could be given. As the Home Secretary unformed

The matter was raised by Councilor J. BE. A. King, J.P., who said 
that the police should show no partiality in any circumstances, but im 
rough, to rey wts im the Press, they appeared to be 
showing partiality to a certain organisation. When Blackshirts, thugs 
and gangsters came to stupport Mosley and trouble broke oul—caused 
not by the anti-Fascists, but by the Fascists~—then the police took sides 
and arrested many anti-Faseists. That was shown by the people who 
eourt on the tollowing clan. He beheved he was right it} 
that oaly one Blackshurt hy been arrested. He felt the Counc 
must protest and he suggested that, as a warning to the “powers 
that be.” they should refuse to levy the precept for the maintenance 
of the police if they continued. to show partiality towards the 
Blackshirts. 

Councillor A. E, Turpin said it had been proved quite defimtely 
that the police had acted in a partial way towards a certain political 
body. The Council had to levy the police rate, and they wanted a 
sound return for their money. They wanted adequate protection for 
ali sections of the Conmiunity, and they had a right to say they would 
not levy the rate because they were not getting a square deal. Two 
vears ago Sir Percy Harris raised the question of Jew-baiting in 
Parliament, and the Home Secretary said he would have special police 
drafted into those areas, so that Jew-baiting would be stopped. That 
was two years ago, yet every day locally they were getting further cases 
of Jews and anti-Fascists being brutally assaulted. He thought they 
could sav that either the Home Secretary had not kept his word or, if 
he had given definite orders, those orders had not been carried out. 

Councillor A. W. Hastings said that in his particular district rate- 
payers could not go to a ‘meeting-place without being insulted, and 
there was Jew-baiting daily. He alleged that, while the Blackshirts 
were allowed to have meetings free from interference, his colleagues 
were not, and they had been taken to the police station because they 
dared to ask questions at a Fascist meeting. | 

Councillor H. P. Wilson, J.P., said that some time ago one of 
their party was proceeded against for chalking on the footway, yet 
within the last three weeks there had been Fascist chalking in every 
rain thoroughfare of Bethnal Green and not one man had been caught. 
The police had the power to arrest any man. He thought the Finance 
Committee should seriously consider the position before passing the 
precept. If they were not getting service for the money they paid, 
they ought not to pay it. 


Complaints have reached us that at a function which was held 
on Sunday evening at the Brent Bridge Hotel, Golders Green, the 
Swastika flag was displayed in the ball room. Enquiries at the Hotel 
have elicited that the function was private.

Christian Clergyman on Incitement 


By the courtesy of the Crry anp East Lonpon OpsEerRverR. we 
reproduce a letter which appeared in their columns recently. ‘The 
correspondent is the Rev. J. M. Boggis, Curate of Christchurch 
Watney Street: 
_ “Sir,—There is, I believe, a law in this country which provides 
lor the taking into custedy of any person ‘using words or act:uns 
liable to cause a breach of the peace.’ May I enquire through your 
columns when the police propose to operate this law against the

The North Manchester Co-Ordinating Commuttee Against Fascisim 
has sent the following resolution to the Lord Mayor (Alderman T. 8, 
Williams: “That in view of the fact that the Fascists have again 
been given permission to hold a meeting in the Cheetham area in spite 
ofa tremendous protest aroused by their last visit we, the general 
public of the North Manchester area, strongly protest. to the city 
authorities against their action in again letting a public building to 
the said organisation, knowing full well that the meeting must result 
in the provocation of the residents of that area and therefore we 
request that permission for the meeting be withdrawn.” 

The resolution, decided upon before the last Fascist meeting in 
the Cheetham Public Hall, on May 26th, has now been presented to 
the Lord Mayor im the form of a petition against further meetings.

Leaving No Stone Uniurned 
LEADERS FULLY ALIVE TO THE ATTACK 
From Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, K.B.E. 


To the Editor of Tuc Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sir,—It is evident from the correspondence in your columns tha! 
there 1s a growing and justifiable anxiety among many sections ©! 
the Jewish Community as they see and hear evidences of the campaiy! 
of calumny and falsehood which is being directed against the men and 
women of our race and religion, whilst they see no sign of any steys 
being taken to give equally prominent expression to the truth by an 
exposure of the malignant falseness of these attacks. There ar 
hooligans of every class, there are paid calummiators shouting the.

Just What They Said in Germany 
ANOTHER APPEAL TO THE DEPUTIES 


There is no need to get into a pame or to inagine that Fascism 
has arrived in Britain. In truth, it is as far off as ever. The people 
of this country are not likely to stand for anything led by Mosley. 
There are many who look upon him, rightly or wrongly, as a mounte- 
bank—a fourth-rate political adventurer with far more cash than 
brains, clamouring all the tune for notonety. 

At the same time, from what one hears and reads in the Press, 
there is no doubt that the Blackshirt hoohgans have made themselves 
a nuisance to the Jewish people in several parts of London; in fact, 
almost intolerable. Surely the tyme has arrived when the Board of 
Deputies should demand from the Home Office more rigorous action? 
That is, in my opinion, the. only way to deal with the menace, as 
statements and replies to the Press will not help matters at all. We 
may be forgiven for doubting whether'we are dealing with a respect- 
able opponent when many of his men are recruited from the criminal 
classes, as their records prove when they are brought to book. 
Attempts at replies in the Press only add fuel to the fire. We have 
had two examples of this in Cardiff m the last few weeks, when a 
Zionist leader and a popular Jewish Councillor certainly had the worst 
of the argument in their letter propaganda; again, I do not think 
it wise that we should fill the newspapers with Jewish questions, Why 
draw public attention to our Community at all? 

There are no signs of any increased anti-Jewish feeling in South 
Wales. What there 1s has always been. The Fascists have attempted 
to get busy, but they meet with hostile receptions everywhere. In 
the Labour strongholds, where the miners predominate, they have 
to run to save thew necks. In Cardiff, their meetings are limited to 
one weekly meeting, where about 150 people gather. They use the 
usual stock-in-trade spite against the Jews, but they meet with little 
success, and if it were not for the fact that the meeting is held very 
near to the Central police station, they would have to run here as 
well... I have plied them with questions week after week, and my 
questions have been cheered by the crowd, and the replies by the 
Fascist leader have been jeered at and ridiculed. 

Fascism is doomed to failure here. None of the political parties 


treat it seriously, and there is no doubt in time it will pass out. It 
is not up to us Jews to help to keep it alive by Press articles, etc., we 
ean hasten its end by fighting it at their meeting places in a cool and 
proper manner by intelligent questions and heckling. Some of us 
thay get a kick in the back now and again, but, in my humble opinion, 
that is the only way.—Mr. Moss Harris, 6, Balaclava Road, Cardiff.

COMMANDER LOCKER-LAMPSON ATTENDS 


The fourth Annual Garden Féte organised by the Birmingham 
Jewish National Fund Commission was held last Sunday at Pebble 
Mill Road (by kind permission of Mr. James Gough and Mrs. H. 
Coleman). The Jewish Lads’ Brigade supplied a Guard of Honour, 
which Commander O. Locker-Lampson inspected. He congratulated 
the bovs on their smart turn-out. Addressing the gathering he said 
he was clear in his own mind that the present unsettled situation 
in Palestine was due to no mistakes made by the Jewish people. It 
was a political movement engineered from outside. The most 
significant feature of the debate in the House of Commons was the 
fact that not a single voice was raised against the immigration of 
Jews into Palestine. 

In proposing a vote of thanks to Commander Locker-Lampson, the 
Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, the President, reminded the audience of the support 
their distinguished guest bad given them recently in their efforts on 
behalf of the Fund for German Jewry.

An attack on the Jews ofthe Saar is a feature of Number 23 (1936) 
y! the Stvermer. “The Saar was still separated from us in Germ: arn 


when the Nazi movement came to power,” declares the leading article. 


“but even then there were genuine Nazis, genuine anti-Semites 
there, who saw how the Jews behaved. how they swindled the Saar 
folk, dishonoured German girls and women and betrayed the Reich 
to foreign countnes. These Saarlanders longed for the day when then 
home would be free .... when they could settle accounts with the alien 
swindiers and traitors. As the day of the Plebiscite drew nearer, the 
Jews graw more nervous. Their bad coriscience gave them no rest. In 
all secre they realised their property ....and when the result of the 
voting whs made known, a wave of enmugration set in such as the Saat 
had never before witnessed . Thus the big Jewish swindlers had 
taken an early opportunity of ensuring a safe refuge. However, a con. 
siderable number remained in the Saar even after its re-incorporation 
in Germany. They had had no opportunity of transforming the 
property they had stolen into gold and currency: and the imter- 
national Jew took care that nothing should befall him. By means ot 
the Rome agreement, he secured the placing of all the ahen elements 
under special protection from March Ist, 1935, to March Ist, 1936....

STREICHER AT NAZI SUMMER SCHOOL 
“We Have Freed Ourselves of Jewish Influence” 


Julius Streicher and the leader of the Nazi Labour Front, Klaus 
Seltzner, have addressed a summer school of prospective Nazi function- 
aries at Créssinsee. The speeches were significant because of the 
prominence given in them to the Jewish question and to what amounts 
to a prophesy of coming events. 

Streicher compared the unrest in the remainder of the world with 
the calm and peace prevailing in Germany. 
an island of peace in the midst of a distracted world, chiefly because 
we have freed ourselves of Jewish influence. Soon the day will come 
when the rest of the world will follow our example.” Seltzner said 
that the antagonism existing between the Jews and Germans was so 
profound that it could not be eradicated. “ Jews and Germans must 
be for ever deadly enemies,” he concluded. 

The entire trend of the speeches seemed to indicate that the 
Nazi propaganda machine is preparing for another anti-Jewish drive 
after the Olympiad in August.

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HOMILY FOR THE WEEK 


The Vital and the Obsolete 


By the Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M/A, 
APM, Numbers, chs. 19—22, vy. 1 


Hidden away in these chapters of the Book of Numbers, which are 
now engaging out attention. are the records of wilderness incidents of 
more than historical interest. The (Commandment to take a red heifer 
and make use 1ts ashes ceremonial and purification Purposes is 
farular to Us because ol its association with it special Sabbath by tore 
Passover, though the reason and inner meaning of this. strange 
ceremonial still remain wrapped in mystery. Later in this weck’s 
portion, another mneident strikes us as curious. Now and again we are 
told of the intermittent grumblings of. the people at the hazardous 
iwourney through the wilderness and the monotony of thew diet. We 
sympathise with tiv il mood rire especially AITC! the unbrot he ri\ 
attitude ot who hac refusect ii through then Léernitor 
But grumbling usually took the form of abuse of Moses and _ disbelie: 
in the purpose of the exodus from Egypt. Their mood, however, would 
soon change and contrition would follow, and a demand. for pardoi 
Moses praved on behalf of his people, showing a spirit of torbearanc 
ana love even tor those who hac spoken against hurr. God had eri 
fiery serpents into them midst and many had been bitten by thi 
terrible visitation. Now, in the hour of repentance, God commanded 
Moses to make an age of a ti ry serpent on brass. Moses made the 
serpent of brass and set it upon the standard ; and it came to pass that 
if a serpent had bitten any man, when he looked unto the. serpent 
brass. he lived, 

We cannot believe that the serpent had in itself the power oO 
healing and restoration to life. it was a symbol of remembrance to 
people in tribulation and pumshment to cast their eyes upwards to 
God. the source of all things, and to fix their thoughts on Heaven. [1 
God was the dispenser of the death plague which had invaded thy 
camp, He was also the giver of life. Why the manifestation of thy 
Divine power to heal the bruises of. man should have assumed thy 
form, we do not know. The brazen serpent was fashioned and w: 
hear ne more of it.. It remained with the people in their wandering 
and in the course of time it was invested with a veneration. Genera- 
tions came and went and this old relic of a past day abode with tl: 
people. The time came when its origin was forgotten and tew kne\ 
why it had ever been set up. Still the reverence continued and a hal 
at sanctity surrounded this strange symbol of Israel. It 1s not till we 
eome to the reign of Hezekiah that we hear of it again. This reformin 
king, in lis zeal to remove all the abuses that hampered the faith o! 
Israel, set about destroying every form of idolatrous.worship. In thy 
eighteenth ehapter ol the Second Book ot Kings we read ot hus attenipy! 
to purge the worship of Israel of all impurity. He removed the high 
places and broke the pillars and cut down the Asherah ; and he broke 1 
pieces the brazen serpent that Moses had made, for unto those da\ 
the children of Israel cid offer to it, and-it was called Nehushtan 
thing of brass. The symbolism of the old relic had disappeared and 
instead the rehe itself had become an object of worship. Qnce it had 
served to remind the living ef the presence of God; now it proved a 
stumbling-block. In ancient days it had brought life to the dying: 
now it brought death to the living. 

Hezekiah gained the approval of the Rabbis for his action 
History gave as its verdict that he did that which was right in tly 
eyes of the Lord. He was no iconoclast anxious to sweep away ever 
vestige of traditional worship and to institute new forms. If he was : 
bold reformer he was able to make a distinction between superstition 
and true worship. Antiquity need not always be wrong any more than 
modernity must always be nght. But if the shell has been stripped of it: 
kernel and only an empty husk remains, of what advantage is it to 
pretend that it has any usefulness for us? It may well be that more 
harm is done to the cause of religion by insistence on obsolete form: 
that have long ceased to have a meaning than by boldly cutting 
the knot that. binds us to them. But the art of differentiating between 
the obsolete and the vital is not given to all; nor are all reformers 
cast in the mould of a Hezekiah. Nor does it help present difficulties 
very much to know that only a synod of Rabbis from the world 0! 
Jewry can deal with such a problem and to realise that such a synod ts 
not likely to be convoked till the Greek Kalends. Where there is no 
vision, the people perish. 

And it is vision that we need. The misfortune of the modern world 
is Nationalism run mad. In the confusion of values surrounding nation: 
the Jew is losing himself like the others. To many of our peop! 
Judaism as a living faith means nothing; their anchorage }s 
Nationalism. Many of our young men and women tell us that Judais:: 
is a sort of effete system, a mausoleum of old customs and practices 
out of touch with the world in which they live and only to be regarded 
as an old relic. Many, on the other hand, shut their eyes to the trend 
of modern thought and to the needs of the modern world and prete? 
to hold fast to old brazen serpénts which, in reality, are nothing more 
than a piece of brass. Surely the Jewish claim to recognition as © 
nation must be based on a faith that we, as a nation, have throughou' 
history maintained a belief in ourselves as a people with something to 
show the world as a guide to national conduct. The old teacher ol 
Israel spoke of the time when the nations of the world, seeing the Jew - 
loyalty to his statutes and judgments, would describe him as a wise 
and understanding people, In these difficult days for world Jewry the 
heart of stone will only be turned to flesh when the world sees the Jew 
as the heir and custodian of his own traditions. We ourselves fail to 
encourage this belief,

Most striking of all was his wonderfully eloquent reply to the 
address of welcome from the Corporation of Bombay, when he arrived 
in India as Viceroy : 

“I note specially your sympathetic reference to the ancient race to 
which I belong . . This leads me to wonder whether perhaps by some 
fortunate, almost indefinably subtle, sub-consciousness, it may quicken 
and facilitate my understanding of the aims and aspirations, the trials 
and tribulations, the joys and sorrows, of the Indian people, and assist 
me to catch the almost inarticulate cnes and inaudible whispers of those 
multitudes who sometimes suffer most, and yet find it difficult, if not 
impossible, to express their needs. 2

THE BOARD'S ATTITUDE? 


MR. LASKI CALLS FOR CONFIDENCE AND CALM 


Last Sunday's meeting of the Board of Deputies of British 


Jews at Woburn House, presided over by the President, Mr. 
Neville J. Laski, K.C. (Spanish and Portuguese), was marly 
concerned with the subject of combating anti-Jewish propaganda 


in this country. 

A long discussion followed the statement made by Mr. Percy 
Cohen. C.B.E.. the Chairman of the Press Committee, on the 
Letter of Appeal for £10,000 which had been sent out over the 
siynatures of the Honorary Officers of the Board and which 


appeared in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, The discussion 


was wound up by the President. 


Sunday Trading Gill 

Phe report of the Law and Parhamentary Comittee was moved 
by AIR. A. S DIAMOND (West London), in the absence, through mncdis- 
position, of Mr. B.A Levinson (Liberal Jewish). -In the course ot the 
report. if Was stated that the Comnuttee had discussed a number ot 
publications by Fascist and other organisations vilitying the Jewish 
‘The were still unde consideration. 

Dealing with the Shops’ (Sunday Trading Restriction) Bill, Mr. 
said th were Hoping to the Home Othce representa- 
tives in the course of the next dav or two. The Bill would have tts 
second reading On the following Thursday (June 25th) and, if passed, 
would mto Conurmttec atterwards. He 
understood that the rejection of the Bill was going to be moved at the 
mstance of anothe boty, Whether that motion had any chance of 
SUCCOCSS remained to be As lar as thie were concerned, they 
hoped that an amendment would be put dewn in the Commuttee Stage 
to extend the hours ot opening on Sunday until at least 5 o clock. 
A mrcular-letter would be sent to Members of the House of Lords and 
a number otf Members of, the House of Lords were being approached. 
Mr. Diamond assured the Board that whatever could be done to get 
the Bill amended in this wav would be done. Anmsing out of a question 
by Mr. John Altman (Hackney), the PREsIDENT said they would, of 
wurse, try to obtain the extension untal 6 o’elock. 


Gross Libeis on Jews 

Mr. Harry SamMvets (Lunehouse) again drew attention to the 
subject of the Protocols. He recalled that two-and-a-half months ago 
he had reterred to. the tact: that the Protocols. were now being pub- 
hshed and ciwreulated by a publishing company in this country, and 
that he had been assured by the President that the matter was 
receiving. his unmediate consideration. The Board, he said, was 
entitled to know whether the Committee thought there was any action 
that could be taken agaimst the publishers or not. 

‘Mr. Frep 8. Conen (Falkirk) referred the Board to a booklet of 
twenty-four pages m which Lieut.-Col. Graham Seton-Hutchison, 
writing on behalf of a party called the National Workers’ Party, 
violently attacked the Jews. Prominent individuals of the 
Jewish Community were also libelled. This booklet was also being 
erculated among members of the various Trade Unions, and he urged 
that representation ought to be made to some of the leaders of the 
Unions to stop the pamphlet reaching the members. Mr. Cohen told 
the Board that he had written to a Member of Parliament who was 
also President of one of the largest Unions in this countrv. ° He said 
that he would make enquires: from his Divisional Secretaries. This 
M.P. wanted to know, however, what were Mr. Laski and the Jewish 
Members of Parliament deing ni the matter. 

The report was adopted. 


The Poison Gas of Nazi Propaganda 


The report of the Joint Foreign Committee. presented by Mr. 
Leonarp G. Monreriore, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), states, 
inter alia: 


The present uncertainties of international politics make foreign Govern- 
ments reluctant to do or say anything which can be interpreted as unfriendly 
criticism. Italy's African commitments and France's internal difficulties have 
also contributed towards making the German Government less susceptible 
to suggestions from abroad. An important section of British public opinion 
is inclined to take Nazi assurances of peaceful intentions at their face value 
and not to anticipate the next step in German foreign policy before it ie 
actually taken. Yet a study of German political pamphlets, school text 
books and the speeches of prominent party leaders indicates that although 
demands are likely to be put forward piecemeal rather than simultaneously 
they will none the less be formulated without any excessive delay. Questions 
such as Eupen-Malmedy, Memel, the German minority in Czechoslovakia, and 
the former German colonies all form the subject of instruction to school- 
children. The young generation of Germans is being taught to be politically 
minded in schools where only one opinion, on these or any other subjects, is 
permitted. 

The report also refers to Jewish affairs in Austria, Poland and Switzerland 
and to League activities in connection with refugees. 


_. They must do their best, said Mr. Montefiore, to neutralise the 
poison gas manufactured in Berlin—the poison gas of libel and 
eulumny, the poison gas of anti-Jewish propaganda. Pro-Nazi propa- 
ganda in this country had many advantages, In its service 
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were many well-connected and aristocratic emissaries with access to 
the best drawing rooms in Maytfarr. 

The Prestpent emphasised the fact that no useful purpose would 
be served by making attacks Upon the present Polish Caovernment. 
If it were to fall. so far as they could be certain with regard to polities 
in that country. it would be replaced by an Endek Government, 
which would be infinitely worse for the Jews and would have, in 
relation to the Jews, a Teutonic character. So far as the Jewish 
question Wiis coneerned, it was not So much an anti-Semitic question 
to-dav as an economnce question. In a tribute to Mr. Meller for what 
he had done for Polish Jewry, Mr. Laski said the Community could 
not emphasise too strongly the debt it owed to Mr. Meller. 

The report was adopted. 


THE PRESS COMMITTEE'S APPEAL 
£10,000 to Strengthen Defensive Measures 

Me. Percy Conenx, C.B.E. (Association. of Jewish Fnendly 
Societies}; moved the following report of the Press and Information 
: 

The Committee met on the 15th June, 1936, Mr. Percy Cohen, C.B.E.., 
was in the Chair. and there were also present Mesers. Lionel L. Cohen, K.C.. 
Pop. J. Druiff. L. J. Hydleman, Julius Jung, Neville Laski, K.C., Sir Philip 
Magnus, Bart., and Mr. Harry Samuels. 

Apologies for inability to attend were received from Dr. J. L. Blonstein, 
Sir Robert Walev Cohen, Mr. N. Lazarus, Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, the Rev. 
M. L. Perlzweig and Mr. George J. Webber. 

The Committee desires to draw especial attention to the letter appealing 
for funds for the Committee's work over the signatures ol the Honorary 
Officers of the Board, which has been sent,out to all members cf the Board, 
ite constituent bodies and to the Press. Ut is hoped that, through the personal 
endeavour of every Deputy, the appeal will be made walely known through- 
out the Community, and a generous and prompt response assured. 

The Committee approved the action taken mm a number of cases arising 
in the Press, and wave mestructions on appropmate action in matters penaliris 
It also gave consideration to the preparation ol material for future publication 
by the Commiuttee. 

Mr. Cohen said the purpose of the appeal for £10,000 was to p! ice 
the Press Conmuittee primarily in an independent position. The Hon. 
Otficers had found it necessary to face these facts because it was quite 
obvious to evervbody that they were now meeting in this country an 
virulence of Semutismn, to the crowing concern ot the 
Communitv. He -did not subsenbe to all that had appeared in print 
on this particular subject. But he had trom the first—an October 
1933—when he moved a resolution asking tor an examination into 
the machinery of the Board, which led to the setting up of the Rowson 
(‘omunttee, been convineed that they must strengthen them defensive 
measures. Mr. Cohen said that no single officer of the Board thought 
shelving thi Board s responsibilities im mmtters of direct concern 
it, or of abdicating the functuons wluch rested within the Board by 
virtue of its constitution. But, of course, as everyone knew, and 
Sur Robert Wale C‘ohen had indicated in his letter, there were certain 
sides to this problem which. mught, perhaps, be better dealt with: 
outside the Board. 

The money received from the appeal, said Mr. Cohen, would 
mainly be spent on securing expert and professional assistance fo. 
work that needed it. The V hoped to secure the full-time services oj 
an individual or individuals of capacity and knowledge, who would 
be able to assist in the production al the right sort of publeations ana 
to do other kinds of necessary work. He had always admired: the 
vers splendid work which the President himself did in certain matte: 
o. a defensive character, which he need not specify and which did not 
Come through the Pre ss Commuttee because ecTtam legal questions were 
involved, It Was mot to dogmatise what should be done now and 


-in the future. One could not really say. The nature of the attacks 
~which had come upon them were not new attacks. It was merels 


that they. had increased in volume. They were not. even more 
unportant attacks, Their volume made it appear that they were more 
important than they had been in the past. But in regard to certain 
types of attacks which had been made, he would hke to pay his 
tribute to the tremendous assistance which they had had from Mr. 
Brotman, their secretary. 

It was quite impossible, went on Mr. Perey Cohen, having regard 
to the nature of this problem, to expect the secretarial side of the 
Board to cope with this growing work which was far beyond it, and 
the time was coming when they must obtain whole-time and expert 
and professional assistance to supplement. their very arduous labours. 
He hoped, also, that they would not lend an ear to pamic-stricken 
counsels. On this issue, they must not lose their heads. There was 
work they. could do. There were many tasks to which they could 
devote their minds and which they were able to do without adopting 
some of the panic-striken advice which they received in certain 
quarters. He would like to say at the same time that sectional efforts 
would be useless in work of this character. Appeals for funds had 
come from the body of that hall, and now they were putting the matter 
to the test. Every single Deputy must do his utmost to make tlus 
appeal a success through his friends and through his organisation, 
and he thought that if the Board apphed itself to this particular 
appeal with the ehergy and concern that it applied to certain other 
questions, they would certainly succeed. He hoped, therefore, that 
they would make a supreme effort to raise a sum which he believed was: 
well within the reach of Deputies, Synagogues and institutions.

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A LONDON JEWISH PILGRIMAGE 


(The notes which follow, indicating the most important places 
of Jewish historical interest in London, have been specially compiled 
m response to requests that have reached this office. Parties who 
intend to follow this itinerary are advised to give ample notice to the 
authorities at the places they propose to visit, so as to avoid confusion 
and possibly disappointment.) 

The obvious place to start any tour of London 1s at the Mansion 
House. This applies even to a tour of Jewish London: for there. 
almost in the shadow of the Bank of England. hes the Old Jewrv—the 
centre of the medieval London Jewish Community from their ‘first 
settlement. a little after the Norman Conquest, to the great expulsion 
of 1290. There all the great Rabbis of the time lived and worked. 
This was the scene of the ternmble massacre on September srd,. F189. 
Richard Cceur-de-Lion’s coronation dav ; here Abraham ibn Ezra, 
when he was in London in 1158, had the vision of the Princess 
Sabbath which inspired bis famous “ Sabbatical Letter.” 

The street did not end in mecheval tunes where it does now. 
It. continued over the rond into what is’ now Coleman Street. The 
Church of St. Stephen's, on the left hand side, was (it is’said) built as 
a Synagogue, becoming a Church after the Expulsion. It was, burned 
down in the Great Fire and reconstructed by Sir Christopher Wren; 
but some traces of the earler plan may still be discerned. Another 
pre-Expulsion Synagogue stood at the corner of Lothbury and 
Old Jewry. In 1272, in consequence of a cotuplaint of the Sack- 
cloth Friars, whose friary was adjacent, that the wailing (lulatio) ot 
the Jews at praver disturbed their own worship, this building was 
confiscated and made over to them; subsequently, in the fifteenth 
century, the site was occupied by the residence of the Lord Mayor. 

Other sVvnagogues are thought to have been situated at the 
south-west corner of Old Jewry, where it. joins Poultry—now the 
offices of the Western Austrahan Insurance Company; and at the 
eérner of Broad Street and Threadneedle Street, nearly opposite the 
Royal Exchange. This Synagogue was confiscated by Henry IIT and 
given to the Brethren of St. Anthony, going for a long time by, the 
name of St. Anthony's Hospital. The London house of Aaron of 
Lincoln, the greatest finantmier of his day, stood near this spot— 
appropriately enough, on land now covered by the Bank of England. 

The Jews’ stone houses were looked on enviously by the baronage, 
who competed eagerly for lodgings so near the tilting-ground in the 
Cheap. The owners were therefore extruded gradually from the Old 
Jewry. spreading westwards up Gresham Street (then Cateaton 
Street) and down the side turnings—Muilk Street and Wood Street. 
The Church of St. Lawrence Jewry, on the right-hand side, reminds 
one of this fact. Gresham College, just before one reaches the Church, 
stands on the site of Bakewell Hall, which was the principal Synagogue

Chronologically, the next visit should be pau to the Publhe Keeords 
Office in Chancery Lane; though in practice it will probably be tound 
better to leave this to a later stage. This stands on the site of the 
Domus Conversorum, or House for Converted Jews, established by 
Henry III in 1233. It continued in existence throughout the “ Middle 
Period ” of Anglo-Jewish history (1290-1660), almost always housing 
at least one or two wandering apostates who had tound thei way to 
England. In 1377, the office of Warden of the House was united to 
that of Master of the Rolls; the former title (long nothing but a 
formality) being abolished only in 1873, immediately betore the 
appointment of a Jew, the late Sir George Jessel, to the dignity! 
The Museum of the Public Records Office (where there are certain 
documents of Jewish interest, and others could probably be placed on 
display by arrangement) was formerly the Chapel of the Master of 
the Rolls, and is thus the lineal successor of the Chapel of the House 
for Converted Jews. 

Proceeding from the Bank of England down Cornhill and Leaden- 
hall Street; turn left up Cree Church Lane. A tablet on the new 
Cunard building calls attention to the fact that here stood the first 
London Synagogue of the Resettlement, established by the associates 
of Menasseh ben Israel in 1657, and twice visited by Samuel Pepys. 
This wa not a proper Synagogue building; it consisted of two con- 
verted dwelling houses, which continued to be used until 1701. In 
this year, a new place of worship was dedicated close by, in Bevis 
Marks; according to report, Queen Anne presented one of the beams, 
taken from a man-of-war, and the builder, a Quaker, returned his 
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edifice set up for Divine Worship. This is the oldest Synagogue in 
London, and still retains its original appearance. The most eminent 
members of the London Community worshipped here for many years; 
note especially, in the seat nearest the Arkon the left-hand side, the 
foot-rest made for Sir Moses Montefiore. In the Vestry-room above is 


a magnificent collection of portraits, silver, and documents.

Turning to the nght down Bevis Marks as you leave the Synagogue, 
a few vards’ walk will bring you to St. James's Place—formerly 
Duke's place, for Puan generations the centre ol London Jewry. 
Here (it was then known as Broad Court) the Ashkenazic Jews first 
set up their Synagogue in 1692, Subsequently (probably on the same 
site) their first permanent Synagogue was built here, in I 22, by Moses 
Hart ; in 1790, it was reconstructed by-his daughter, Mrs. Judith Levy, 
“ Queen of Richmond Green.” Since that dat the “Great ASvna- 
gocue — fas it has been known tor the purist two hundred yours) has 
rrmamed almost unaltered, A tablet the eourtvard records the 
venerosityv of its two great benelactors, traits may he seen in

In this neighbourhood, too, are 
th.> streets, now sadly decayed,-where all the aristocracy of Anglo- 
Jewry once resided, and which still bear in their faded Georgian 
lrontages: some trace of their former elegance; Great Alie Street. 
Mansell Street (where the Jews’ Ts mporary Shelter now is), and above 

_ all Great Prescott Street and (a little further afield) Devonshire Square, 
home of the Goldsmids and Salvadors respectively. At the corner of 
Houndsditch and Aldgate is a drinking-fountain erected in. memorv ‘of 
hrederic David Mocatta, the famous Jewish philanthropist of a genera- 
tior ago—an extraordinary instance of religious fellowship, since it is 
on the outer wall of the Church of St. Botolph’s ! 

In the passage of time, the area of Jewish settlement tended to 
remove further eastward—a process which still continues. If wou 
continue down Aldgate (or else turn to your right down Commercial] 
Street as you emerge from Wentworth Street) you will soon find 
abundant tokens of this fact. Continue straight ahead. Just beyond 
the Church of St. Mary's, Whitechapel, there is the only street in 

London named after a Jewish religious leader—Adler Street. Here 
are situated, in one building, the Beth Din and the Jewish Insti- 
tute, and there, too, was housed until the end of April the 

Hambro’ Synagogue, established originally in Magpie Alley, Fenchurch 
Street (on the site of Fenchurch Street Chambers). in 1707.

If we are going by bus from the Bank, we will pass down Fleet 
Street; this gives an opportunity for the visit to the Public Record 
Office suggested above. Gow’s Restaurant, in the Strand, is probably, 
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on the site of the house where Menasseh ben Israel lived during his 
stay in London, 1655-7, and where he composed his “ Vindiciae 
Judaecorum ” (dated from “my study in the Strand”). Just behind 
the Strand Palace Hotel formerly stood a network of alleys. with a 
large Jewish population ; they established themselves here. outside the 
City boundaries, for precisely the same reason as they did in the East 
End. Here was Bedford Row, where the so-called “ Westminster 
Synagogue ” was established in 1773—the first London Synagogue out- 
side the City area; and Denmark Court, where it was situated from 
1781 to 1826. Subsequently, it removed to the Haymarket (our bus 
passes the site), and then to Alfred Place, Tottenham Court Road. 
where some of the old eighteenth-century treasures may. still be 
inspected. As we pass, it is worth while to glance down Whitehall. 
and to think of the Whitehall Conference, held in the Council Chamber 
here in December, 1655, under the presidency of Oliver Cromwell, to 
discuss the question of the re-admission of the Jews to this country. 
At Piccadilly Circus, or thereabouts, we had better change our 
direction (and our bus) and go up Shaftesbury Avenue and Tottenham 
Court Road, alighting at Euston Road. Soho. which we will have

skirted, is the centre of a smaller Jewish colony (Berwick Street, 
Wardour Street, etc.), with Synagogues in Manette Street and Soho 
Square. Alfred Place, where the Western Synagogue is now situated, 
is to the mght, just off Tottenham Court Road. Not far off, beyond 
Russell Square, is 22, Theobald’s Road, which, on December 21st, 1804 
(it was then known as 6, King’s Road, Bedford Row), witnessed the 
birth of Benjamin Disraeli. 3 

An alternative route from the City, which would bring us past 
other places of Jewish interest, would be by Underground to Victoria, 
whence it is not many minutes’ walk (or mde) to Hyde Park Corner; 
hence we can take a bus (No. 73) to Tottenham Court Road. We are 
now in the unmediate neighbourhood of the historeal Rothschild 
home at 107, Piccadilly, “ the first house in London,” acquired from 
Mrs. Coutts in 1825. when the founder of the house removed (for 
domestic purposes) from New Court. As our bus passes on its way 
No. 35, Park Lane, it is only right to devote a thought to that noblest 
figure in Anglo-Jewish life, Sir Moses Montefiore, whose home it was 
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for several years (subsequently, he removed to 10, Grosvenor Gate), 
At Marble Arch, a triangular stone let into the roadway marks’ the 
site of Tyburn Tree, the place of public execution from 1196 to 1783, 
Here, on June 7th, 1594, was executed Roderigo Lopez, the Marrano 
physician to Queen Elizabeth and model for Shakespeare's “ Shylock,” 
on a trumped-up charge. Not far from here, in Upper Berkeley Stréet, 
i the place of worship of the West London Congregation of British 
Jews, the “ Reform Synagogue,” opened in 1870 (the Congregation 
had been established in 1840). Just after Oxford Circus, we pass the 
top of Great Portland Street, half-way down which is the Central 
Synagogue, one of the finest modern Synagogue buildings in London; 
on the outside wall is a memorial tablet to the 114 Jews who fell in the 
South Afnean War. We now skirt the Soho area on tts north side. 
To the left. it} Hanway Place. is the Westminstet Jews’ Free School, 
founded in 1811, We now turn into Tottenham Court Road, rejoining 
the route mapped out before. We had better alight at Euston Road 
and walk through to Gower Street. Here is University College, 
established in 1827, largely through the efforts of Sir Isaac Lyon 
Goldsmid, the Jewish philanthropist and fighter for emancipation, 


(He was one of the founders of the “ Reform” Synagogue.) It is 
supremely fitting that Umiversity College should now be the ofheal 
home oft the Jewish Histonecal society ol England. The Gustave 


Tuck Theatre, its meeting place, is well worth a visit: here is housed 
* magnificent collection of Jewish ritual art, the majority of which 
forms part of Mr. Gustave Tuck's own private collection, deposited 
here on permanent loan The walls are hung with Anglo-Jewish 
portraits and earicatures, colle ted by the late Lucren Woll anc 


bequeathed by him to the Society; while the adjacent Mocatta, 


labrary contains perhaps the most complete collection of Anglo- 
Judaica in existence. 

From University College, we can make our way in a few 
minutes to the Jewish Communal Centre. at Woburn House. | pope 
Woburn Piace. Here may be seen, in the Jews’ College Library, the

No attenipt has been made to indicate above the objects of Jewish 
interest which be found seattered about thie National 
collections, such as.the British Musewm and the South Kensington 
Museum. The former contains, in the Assyvman and Egyptian gallertes 
in particular, one of the finest collections of objects in existence ilus- 
trating the background of Biblical history. In addition. in the second 
North Gallery (room I) are numerous Phoenician and Hebrew inserip- 
tions—among them several of the fourteenth century, from Aden: ana 
(room [1) a collection of seals, ete:. found in Palestine: in the Manu- 
script Rooms on the ground floor are displayed some magnificent 
Hebrew tnanuscripts, some of them tiluminated: in the com and medal 


room there 1s a splendid collection of Jewish coins of the period of the. 


Second Temple, ete.; and in the Medieval Collection im the Kong 
kdward VII Gallery (Nos. 1331-1350) are some extraordinarly lovely 
old betrothal rings. In South Kensington, specunens of Jewtsh ritual 
art may be found in a éase in Room 126 (textiles mainly); Room 38, 
cases Q.8, C473 and C.509; Rooms 38-9, case N.6; and Room 26, 
Case 222. Numerous portraits and paintings of Jewish interest or 
origin may be found both in the National Gallery and the National 
Portrait Gallery.

CHAPTER YV. 
TH= ORGANISATION OF RELIEF 
With the failure of Colquhoun and van Oven and the growing 
activities of the London Society for Promoting Christianity among 
the Jews, an impetus was given to the formation of a number of 
charitable institutions and schools which, in addition to those already 
existent, endeavoured to alleviate the poverty and helplessness of a 
large section of the Community. In 1810, there were already in 
London upwards of thirty societies, friendly, for widows, or orphans, 


support of the aged, ete. (1). In 1842, the number had risen to over 


forty (2) and ten years later to over fifty (3). These figures exclude 
the Synagogues, which were the main agencies for relief, distributing 
a large part of their annual revenue to their poor, both native and 
foreign. 

The relief afforded by the ehagitable societies fell inte the follow- 
ing main channels: firstly, there was the dispensing of necessaries— 
bread, meat, coal, supplies for the Sabbath and Festivals, comprising 
wine and Passover e¢ake, etc.; secondly, there was the periodical distri- 
bution of pensions, doles, stipends, functions that were carried out by 
various philanthropic institutions, and societies for the aged and 
needy ; thirdly, there were asylums and homes, and almshouses estab-

lished for the widows and the old. And finally, there were schools and 
orphan asylums, which educated, clothed and apprenticed the voung. 

The relief given was certainly comprehensive and greater in extent 
than that of any other Community. But it was this feature, this 
unorganised comprehensivenes that brought about many evils. Many 
of che charities duplicated each other and the work of the Synagogues ; 
they did not investigate the needs of the applicants sufficiently, or 
their merits; instead of going to the root of conditions, they simply 
increased pauperism by their indiscriminate rehet. As late as 1829, in 
the nch Sefardic Community, out of a population of 2.500, about 1,200 
were in receipt of rehef, and a further number on the verge of 
pauperism. In the Ashkenazic Community, where additions’ of 
destitute immigrants occurred daily, the situation was worse. 

There was, of course, no legal obligation on the Jewish Community 
to look after their own poor, since, as we saw in the previous arti 
Jews contributed to the poor rates. In 1760, there is reference to a 
Jew, Jacob Abrahams, recetving parish relief in the City of Landen (4), 
In 1772, when a dispute arose between the Sefardic Community and 
the Lord Mayor as to who was legally responsible for a Jewish 
vagabond, who had been refused relief by the Community, Mr, 
Attorney General Thurlow, afterwards Lord Chancellor, gave his 
opinion “that the poor, of whatever nation or religion, must be main<

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tained by the officers of the parish where they are found, and that no 
ather person is compellable to relieve them except under special circum- 
stances which make no part of this case” (5). Mr. Dunning, a former 
Solicitor-General, concurred 1n this opinion. 

Rarely, however, did Jews avail themselves of parochial relief. 
Such rehef was generally conditional on entering a workhouse, and 
Jews could not do that, since religous considerations would not allow 
them to partake of the diet. At first, too, the Jewish Community 
frowned upon individuals going outside the Community for rehet 
since that might prejudice the whole Jewish people. Later, however, 
when it felt its position more secure, it attempted to gam one benefit 
from the poor law legislation. In 1834, the Board of Deputies 
suggested some amendments to the Poor Law Amendment Bull to the 
effect that parochial relief should be given to the Jewish poor, without 
violation of their religious scruples, that they should not be made to 
work on the Sabbath, and that they should be allowed their own 
food. Lord Althorp, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, rephed that the 
Poor Law Commissioners would have every power to act upon these 
amendments if they so deemed it necessary (6). Further representa- 
thons were made by ii deputation from the Board im 1841.

City Synagogues came to some sort of agreement. The Hambro’ Syna- 
gogue agreed to pay Duke’s Place Svnagogue £50, which henceforth 
would look after the former's foreign poor for six months. Before this 
the strange poor, who received a statutory dole of one shilling, were 
compelled to pay three. visits, one to the Great Synagogue, where they 
would get 6d., and to the Hambro’ and New Synagogues, where they 
received the additional 6d. In 1794, too, a year of great distress, 
the three City Congregations agreed to unite to buy flour and distribute 
matzos to the poor on Passover. However, new dissensions soon 
arose, and in 1804 another Conference was held, attended by delegates 
from each of the three City Synagogues, with a view to bringing about 
a union between them. Although this was not achieved, it was agreed 
to continue to existing arrangements, that is, each Synagogue was to 
bear the same share as before of the common burden; the Great 
Synagogue was to relieve all the foreign poor in life, the New and

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Hambro’ Synagogues cach contributing a sum to that object, while 
after death the, Great Synagogue was to provide free burial to two 
paupers and the other two Synagogues one each. A modification of 
this treaty was made in 1815, when the Hambro’ Synagogue agreed 
to pay the Great Synagogue £125 and to be responsible for the 
interment of six adult foreign poor. Through the exertions of N. M. 
Rothschild, further attempts to achieve union were made in 1825 and 
1828. He also suggested the establishment of a fund for advancing to 
the industrious poor sums of money to furnish them with the means 
of maintaining their families by their own exertions, which were to be 
repaid by them in small and easy instalments. This suggestion only 
bore fruit when the Board of Guardians was founded, but in 1835 
a new treaty was entered into between the three main Synagogues 
and paved the way for more complete union. The main provisions 
were as follows: 

1. “That the Overseers of the three Synagogues shall act alter- 
nately, the Great Synagogue six months, the Hambro’ Synagogue three 
months and the New Synagogue three months; and they shall be 
allowed to grant such relief to casual strange poor as they may deem 
requisite, in any sum not exceeding 10s. and which must be by an 
order signed by the Overseer; in no case shall any orders be given 
for a larger sum than 10s. in any one month to any individual. 
Expenditure to be divided in the following proportions; half to the 


Great Synagogue, quarter to the Hambro’ and quarter to the New’ 


Svnagogue (15). 

2. The same proportions were to apply in the interring of the 
foreign poor. 

3. Flour for Passover was to be bought jointly. 

4. The Overseers in each Synagogue were to be appointed at a 
common charge. 

5. That a Committee of Arbitration was to be appointed to 
settle all differences that may arise. 

6. That. monthly statements were to be exchanged by the 
Synagogues. 

This step in the right direction was not sufficient to cope with 
the growing pauperisation and immigration. The Synagogues tound 
their funds insutlicient, especially as with the removal of the wealthy 
Jews to other districts the strain upon them inereased. In the 
Provinces the situation was no better. A valuable report as to 
conditions there, in 1841, has been preserved, which it will be worth 
whule to summarise (14). 

In Bath, about three were being supported from Congregational 
funds, and about two hundred annually reheved in passing through the 
city. Birmingham gave ten rehef and was responsible for another five 
hundred in casual relief. It is interesting to note that one Jew was 


‘oranted Parochial rehef without being required to enter the work- 


house, Brighton had Tha resident poor, and only two cases ol Paro- 
chial relief in money. Bristol reported three hundred receiving relet 
from Congregational funds. In. Canterbury, three’ individuals were 
receiving weekly allowances trom the Congregatronal funds, and three 
easual relief. A few Jewish poor were getting something from the 
Parish and were not compelled to go into the workhouse, Liverpool! 
relieved six-hundred-and-tifty that year, of which thirty were resident 
poor and the rest casual. Jews here could get Parochial rehei without 
entering the workhouse. Plyinouth showed four widows receiving a 
weekly stipend and one Parochial relief, the casual poor or itinerant 
were one-hundred-and-twenty. Portsea relheved two hundred casual 
poor, and believed that relief could be obtained without the necessity 
of entering the workhouse, though it did not permit its poor to apply 
for such relief. Southampton answered in a similar vein. Newcastle- 
on-Tyne was not aware that any cases had appled for Parochial rehef. 

This state of affairs received sharp criticism at the hands of Henry 
Faudel in 1844. In a pamphlet he writes: “The same spirit of division 
(it cannot be called independence) enters into the details of all the 
affairs of the Israelites in their respective undertakings. ... . Every 
charity is encountered by another for sinular purposes, in the East or 
the West, as the case may be, to be supported by private exertion and 
by opposing parties.” It is clearly admitted that the children of the

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poor are not sufficiently educated or sufficiently instructed in the means 
of procuring their subsistence, an evil which not only affects the present 
generation, but spreads its painful influence wide and deep into the 
future, and may affect all interests of our posterity. It is desirable,” 
he continues, “to resort to a plan of centralisation and umon by which 
not alone the wholesome regulation of charitable institutions would be 
effected, but the education of the poor, and advancement of the entire 
Community would be accomplished” (15). 

Sinular proposals were made by Benjamin Gompertz, the famous 
mathematician in the same year. In 1845, the “Liverpool Society for 
the Suppression of Mendicancy and the More Effectual Rehef of the 
Deserving Poor” was founded, a model of its kind and which was 
widely copied later on. In 1848, the Manchester New Synagogue, in 
a petition to the Board of Guardians, referred to the vast amount of 
ignorance, want of employment, poverty and misery among its Jewry 
unparalleled anywhere in the country. In London, however, not until 
1859 were the various reforms brought about, owing largely to the 
exertions of Mr. Alex, who strongly urged the necessity of combined 
action and full investigation into the statistics of poverty. His 
proposals were accepted and acted upon by the Great Synagogue and 
the other City Congregations, and the Jewish Board of Guardians came 
into being. It took over the functions of rehet hitherto performed by 
the Synagogues, and by its eticency set a model to the other Jewish 
and to the non-Jewish charities in London. And it was instrumental 
in time in eliminating much of the overlapping and indiscriminate relief 
that was so harmful to London Jewry. 

The work and activities of this Board must not be confused with 
the work of a local Board of a Parish. fer its most significant activities 
were of a non-eleemosy nary nature. But even in cleemosy nary work 
it ranged a wide field. It gave rehef, temporary allowances, tixed 
allowances, helped people to emigrate and distributed clothing to the 
needy. The casual relief that had existed hitherto was replaced by 
careful investigation, and it gave no relief without inquiry. Relief was 
given m goods, not money. It assumed the medical functions of the 
Synagogues, and it visited the homes of the poor and urged 
unprovements on the local authorities. 

An idea of its work can be got by anal sing its first month's work. 
Of the 396 appheations made to it, it refused fifty-nine. Of those it 
relheved, 127 were native poor, that 1s, had been resident more than 
seven years in the country, and 210 were foreign poor, that is, 
resident less than seven years in England. 323 had no claim upon 
The total amount expended besides ordimars rehet 
and stipends, and ‘including rehef in bread, meat, mecical attention 
and emigration, was £130 7s. 

If we take its first year’s activities, we find that 878 individuals 
apphed for rehet, and that 569 were granted it; of these 215 were cases 
al sickness al death ora neal relative iM ot continerent, 11s were 
widews, 175 were above sixty years of age, 49 were women 
whose husbands had deserted them or were in jail, and 12 from 
other causes. From othe reports ol the Board, we learn that about 
34 per cent. of the Jewish poor were foreigners who had resided in 
this country less than seven years. The Board comments upon the 
appalling poverty anrong the Jewish peaple, and calculates that sinee 
20.25 pel cent. ai the total number al burials ure iree or on charity, 
that percentage 1s to be taken as the amount of PovVve;nrty Lt). 

The-work and activities of the Board were highly praised (17), 
and undoubtedly it did much to stem the tide of poverty and cope 
with the immigration from abroad. In the next article, we shall 
discuss the more ftundamental work of the Board to-go to the root 
problem ot ar wish poverty. It real ed “that the createst among all 
enuses of rusery, which in the present state of somety renders the 
Jewish poor So frequently an object of eharity. is the want of useful 
education and the knowledge of handicraft trades or manufactures, 
whereby they may gain a livelihood while young, and support 
themselves and relatives when old” (18).

THE JEWISH LEGION : CHAPTERS FROM ITS HISTORY 
| By Viadimir Jabotinsky 


I, 
HOW THE LEGION WAS CONCEIVED 


I arrived in Alexandria early in December, 1914, having travelled 
on a steamer, coming, I think, from Civita Veechia. The British pass- 
port officer, while turning over the pages of my Russian passport 
trying to find among more than thirty different visas my permit to 
enter Egypt, was talking to two or three Army officers, also passengers, 
and I heard him say: “A few days ago about a thousand Zionists 
arrived here by boat from Jaffa; the Turks had driven thein out of 
Palestine.” 

It was the fifth month of the War, and for over three I had, 
aS a correspondent of my newspaper, Russkte VEDOMOsTI, been 
roving about the unhappy world of those days. The editor had 
instructed me to write not so much on actual facts as about the general 
feelings aroused by the War. In Sweden, it was my job to find out 
whether public opinion shared Sven Hedin’s view that Russia intended 
to deprive Norway of Narvik, or even Bergen, in order to possess a 
non-freezing harbour on the warm gulf stream, should Constantinople 


be withheld from her; also if the view that Sweden might join 
Germany in the war against Russia prevailed. In England, I was 
expected to note if there was any truth in the witticism,; then so 
popular in the cafés of Russia and in other parts of the world, that 
the “British Lion” was prepared to fight to the last drop of Russian 
blood. In France, there was nothing to “discover.” Even among the 
wits there was no uncertainty concerning her feelings. It was only 
necessary to describe the everyday hfe at the front should I 
be able to reach it, and possibly to visit Rheims to see if the Germans 
really had destroyed its wonderful cathedral; also to note whether 
Paris was still cheerful or had by then grown miserable. When I 
arrived, I discovered that “Paris” had moved to Bordeaux—the 
Government offices had been transferred from the threatened capital. 
I followed to Bordeaux, and there on a rainy day read a poster 
announcing that Turkey had officially joined the Central Powers and 
was participating in the War. 

I must confess that until that very morning I regarded myself 
merely as an observer, without any motive for desiring an overwhelm- 
ing victory on one side or complete annihilation on the other. My 
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wishes at the time were for a peaceful and early settlement. But 
within a few hours this Turkish move changed me completely into a 
fanatical supporter of the War to its bitter end. This war was now 


’ 


“mine”! Already in 1909, in Constantinople, when I was editor of 
four Zionist periodicals at the same time (a thing that can only happen 
in one’s youth), and Young Turkey was in power in the Sublime Porte, 
I was convinced that where the Turk rules the sun does not shine 
and the grass does not grow; in a word, without the fall of the Otto- 
man Empire, there could be no hope for a reconstruction of Palestine. 


While reading that rain-soaked poster, I immediately drew the 


only logical conclusion, and even to-day I cannot understand why it 
took my friends so many vears to realise what seemed so simple. It 
was as clear to me as daylight. It is true it was important to know 
how the War would affect the Jews of Russia, Poland and Galicia, 


but in historical perspective the result would be but temporary in 
comparison with the vital changes that would be brought about for 
Jewry by a dismembered Turkey.

Can a man of firm conviction state a definite moment when enlighten- 
ment came to hun’? Everyone is born with the germs of certain 
attachments in his being. which may or may never manifest themselves. 
Even though I did not think about it consciously, I feel sure I must 
always have had intuitive knowledge that should war ever break 
out between England and Turkey, it would be a great thing for the 
Jews to have their own contingent and take part in the conquest of 
Palestine. I believe that this is a perfectly sane thought, which would 
have occurred to any normal person under similar conditions, and 
I claim to be a normal human being. I stress this, because among 
Jews normality is often referred to as a “Goyisher Kop.” If this 
at true, so much the worse for us. 

A tew days later, I wired to my offive in’ Moscow: “Propose 
visit Mohammedan countries of Northezn Africa note effects on 
inhabitants of Holy War declared by Sultan.” The editor replied : 
“Avreed., go. 

On my way to Moroeco, T purposely went via Madrid. as. Max 
Nordau was then staying there. He had been compelled to leave France 
because it had suddenly dawned on an official that he was a “hostile 
Hungarian.” We must not judge France too harshly for this, for wild 
things were happening at the time all over the world. 

f asked Nordau: “What are your views about forming a Jewish 
contingent lor participation on the Eastern, the Palestinian front, if 
the British could be persuaded to agree to it?” His reply was 
definitely sceptical. “A good idea. But where shall we get the soldiers 
from? The English, French and Russian Jews are serving in their 
respective armies; in neutral Europe there are but a few and America 
is far; and, what is more, Jews have stupid sentimental feelings about 
Turkey, ‘our cousin Ishmael.” Indeed, since when are the Turks, a 
Turanian race, related to the Semite Ishmael? However, this con- 
nection, though not recognised by science, was widely accepted by 
Jews, and Nordau himself was compelled to realise it after his well- 
known attack on the Young Turks at the Congress at Hamburg.

and immediately the cart was filled with a crowd of chattering 
youngsters. 

Occasionally one of their officers, Lieutenant Lazar Margolin, 
came to see us. He always stayed a long time watching the refugees 
and talking to them in broken Yiddish. He little dreamed that two 
or three years later he would be transferred to the Jewish Battalion 
with some of those refugees as soldiers under his command.

Consul Petrov was a keen Russian patnmot. I would rather not 
suggest what his real feelings were for the chosen people, for, without 
having freed myself sufficiently from mherent prejudices, I have no 
night to spy out the deve lopment of the same malady in another. But 
he was doubtless a good Russian patnot, a dry, stiff bureaucrat of the 
old classical school. | 

Of our younger refugees, a few hundred were Russian subjects. 
So a very unpleasant situation arose when Consul Petrov suddeniy 
requested the Brntish Government to hand these young men over tor 
military service in Russia. Our opinion, and the opinion of the young 
people, on this action of the Consul was obvious and needs no com- 
ment. But the Bntish authonties, in view of the. capitulations, 
could hardly refuse; on the contrary, they were obhged to put their 
police force at Petrov’s disposal. We sent a deputation to the British 
representative (ottiaially he was’ called “Adviser” to the native 
Governor, but actually it was he who governed). And ‘here, I, an old 
admirer of the Spanish Jews (they are, to my mind, the finest in the 
world), noticed yet another admurable trait. It was the manner in 
which a Sefardic talks to an official when lus town is under military 
occupation. 

The speaker was Edgar Suares, a banker of the ordinary banker 
tape, about fifty-five years old and a fervent assimilator. He probably 
played poker every evening at his clab with the “Governor,” but the 
latter remained “Governor” in spite of this. 

Suares said to him: “Do you recollect, your Excellency, what 
happened two years ago in Alexandna, when Consul Petrov wanted 
to arrest the Jew R. becase he happened to be a political criminal 
in Russia?” 

“I remember very well,” came the reply, somewhat dismally, 
because the Governor had not forgotten that mass demonstration of 
ten thousand Spanish Jews in the main streets of Alexandna, with 
tnis same Suares at the head of it. 

“And do you remember,” continued Suares, “that you ordered 
out the fire-brigade with their long hose, but even then we did not 
disclose the criminal?” 

“And how I remember it,” said the Governor with a smile, for 
after all, he was a “sport,” and appreciated a successful tick. “What 
could I do when a hooligan cut the hose in two?” 

‘May I introduce myself?” said Suares. “I was the hooligan.” 

The Governor laughed. 

“Don’t worry,” said he, “we shall not give up your young men. 
But it is a very ticklish thing in war time. . Still, there shall be 
no question of disclosure.” 

After this visit, I went to introduce myself to Trumpeldor. I 
knew he was among the refugees, but had not come across hin. He 


‘was hving at the time in a flat. Consul Petrov possessed many 


unpleasant characteristics. Still, there was one thing about him, he 
was extremely correct. As soon as he heard that there was among 
the refugees a Russian ex-otficer who had lost an arm at Port Arthur, 
he immediately sent for Trumpeldor and informed him that he could 
obtain from the Consulate the pension which was due to him monthly. 
Trumpeldor was, therefore, fairly comfortable and even able to help 
the others. 

Of course, I had already heard about him in Russia. Although 
I expect the reader knows his biography, it will do no harm to 
recapitulate the main points.

He was born in Caucasia in 1880. His father was a mulitary 
apothecary in the army of Nicolas I. “Osia” had never known the 
Ghetto, neither in his actual home environment nor, obviously, in the 
Caucasian surroundings of his childhood. He was not accepted at 
the University because of the numerus clausus, and therefore took 
up dentistry. When the Russo-Japanese War began, Trumpeldor 
found himself at Port Arthur. During this well-known siege he was 
wounded, and although he lost an arm above the elbow, on discharge 
from hospital he wanted to be sent to the front again. He was decorated 
with the Cross of St. George four times, was taken prisoner and not 
released until after the truce. when he went to St. Petersburg, where 
he was made an Ensign in the Reserve—a rare distinction indeed for 
a Jew on those days, He was also permutted to enter the University 
as a student of the Faculty of Law. Having taken his degree, he went 
to Palestine and became a Chalutz somewhere in the Galilee, where 
he worked. with onlv one hand. The Great War broke out and he 
was expelled from the country.

He spoke Russian well, but slightly “sing- 
ing’ Palestiman trait; Hebrew — slowly and carefully — his 
vocabulary was not large; Yiddish—fnghtfully badly. He was well- 
educated and had read Russian literature extraordinanly widely, pos- 
sessing a remarkable faculty for always remembenng what he read. 
Even now, I am not suré whether he was one. of those who, according 
to our Jewish ways, are called “clever”; probably not. Its meaning 
is a highly complex conception, made up of suspicion, scepticism, 
cuteness; the ability to turn an ordinary thing the other way about. 
All this I did not find in Trumpeldor. He had a clear and open mind 
and possessed a quiet humour, which ‘enabled him to distinguish 
unmecdiately between a matter of importance and a tnvialty. But 
even on important matters he spoke simply, without that aloofness 
which emanates from his letters. His manner of speaking was sober 
and calm, without sentiment and pathos, and I never heard him use 
bad language. Even the Russian barracks failed to influence him. 
The only thing he would say was: “What a rascal.” In Hebrew his 
favourite expression was “Ain davar’—it does not matter—there is no 
harm in it—it will be all nght. Five years later, when he died, these 
words were on his lips. _ Possessing only one hand, he managed better 
than most of us with two. Wiuthout assistance, he washed, shaved, 
dressed himself, cut his bread and cleaned his boots. In Palestine, 
and later in Gallipolh, he even rode a horse and used a gun. About 
lus room there was a feminine cleanliness, and his suits were always 
carefully brushed. His behaviour was quiet and well-mannered. For 
swine considerable time he was a vegetarian, a Socialist and a con- 
scientious objector to war, but not one of those “peace-lovers” who 
keep in the background while others do the fighting. 

On that day we did not converse very long; he never talked a 
great deal. Not being one of the “clever ones,” he grasped the point 
quickly and answered clearly either “yes” or “no.” 
said “yes.” 

In the evening, we—the Committee for the Welfare of the 
Refugees, met in the house of M. A. Margolis. Besides the host, the 
following were present: Dr. Weiz, a physician from Jerusalem: V. 
Gluskin, G. Gorodetzky, the American tourist Caplan, 8. Levontin, 
Trumpeldor, the agricultural expert Ettinger and myself. I intention- 
ally name them all, because had this assembly voted against our plan, 
I would not now be writing this book. But they decided in favour of 
the motion, five for, two against, and one abstained from voting. .The 
minutes, dated 6th Adar, 5675, are in the possession of Gluskin, in 
Tel-Aviv.

Mr. Laski’s Reply 

The Presrpentr said. that three-and-a-half vears of ofttice as 
President had convinced him that, whatever one might do. one would 
certainly not satisfy everybody, and he had no optimism for the future 
about giving satisfaction. 

But one was entitled to hope, said Mr. Laski, that in a crisis more 
impregnated with consequences than any crisis within living memory or, 
indeed, for hundreds of years, constant efforts would not be made toe 
exaggerate the nature of that crisis, to create feelings of panic and to 
destroy the confidence that could properly be placed in a devoted band 
of peopie who had been placed in the direction of affairs. 

Whatever the COTISEG UeNCCS to them iis otheers. he continued, 
they must be allowed to exercise discretion as to disclosure with regard 
to demsion and action in a multitude of matters, both at home and 
abroad. It was quite impossible at those meetings again and again 
to answer points that were made wluch, if they answered them, would 
be pointless, because, in fact they had done in a variety of ways those 
things which they were urged to do. It was.so easy for an honourable 
Deputy to say: “Why don’t you do this?” or “What have you done 
about that?”. Their lips were sealed because it would be a dereliction 
of duty on their part if they opened their mouths. 
to their ofhece they would receive the fullest 
thatters. 

‘There is nc diflerence,’’ said Mr. Laski, ‘‘betwoeen Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen and the Honorary Officers, and there never has been.'’ Sir’ Robert 
had said that there wero two classes of work which could be done within 
the realm of propaganda on behalf of the Community. There were 
certain matters which could be donc adequately and efficiently by the 
Press Committee, and certain things which could be done by an 
‘ad hoc’’ Committee. Both must have funds. But they were not going 
to persuade Sir Robert Waley Cohen or him or any other officer of tho 
Board to discuss that further. They had to assume that Sir Robert 
would not waste their money, but would devote it to good ends.

It served no useful purpose to repine over the past. They were 
agreed that there was a certain situation which must be faced. Funds 
must be provided to the organised representative body of the Com- 
munity to deal with this situation. If it had the funds, the situation 
could, in large or small measure, be dealt with. That was all that was 
necessary, and if they wasted any more time in alarming the Jewish 
public or in repining over the past sins of the officers of the Board 
and of the Press Committee, they were wasting energies which should 
be devoted to the present and the future.

The Nazi “ racial expert,” Colonel Fleischhauer, who, it will be 
recalled, took part in the Berne “ Protocols of Zion" Trial last year, 
has again achieved notoriety. On the occasion of the trial he 
demanded 80,000 Swiss francs (about £5,000) for his “ expert opinion " 
submitted to the Court. Dr. Meyer, the Court President, reduced 
this figure to 8,000 Swiss francs. Colonel Fie sc :hauer appealed 
against this ruling, and the Supreme Court of Berne has now 
dismissed his appeal. Since a trial against Colonel Fleischhauer is 
to be opened in the near future on the grounds that he knowingly 
gave a false “expert opinion,” the 8,000 francs are to be retained 
until after the trial.

Geneva Conference on German Refugees 

Some twenty Governments have now accepted invitations to 
send representatives to the Conference which will open in Geneva 
mext Thursday, in accordance with a decision in January by the 
League of Nations Council, to deal with the legal status of German 
refugees. The chief task of the Conference will be to prepare a 
provisional agreement to grant immediately to the refugees identity 
certificates for one year which could be renewed annually until the 
conclusion of an International Convention regulating the matter 
permanently.

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DANZIG — Political mactings and demonstrations have been forbidden 
in Danzig, following last week's Nazi disturbances, in the course of which 
a number of Polish subjects, including one Jew, wore assaulted for failing 
to salute a Nazi flag. Herr Greiser, the Nazi President of the Senate, has 
sent an apology for the attacks to M. Papee, the Polish General Com. 
missioner in Danzig. 


GREECE-- King George II received the Chief Rabbi of Salonika, Dr. 
Koretz, last Sunday and had a long and sympathetic discussion with him 
on the position of the Jews in Greece and of Greek Jews in Palestine. The 
King displayed a lively interest in the agricultaral activities of Greek 
Jews in Palestine and expressed his sympathy with Zionism. At the 
same time, the Premier, M. Metaxas, received a Jewish delegation and 
promised his consideration of issues raised by it. 

The Parliamentary Commission for Constitutional Reform has 
unanimously decided to include in the new Constitution a clause pro- 
hibiting the conversion of minors against the wishes of their parents. 
This decision is greatly welcomed by the Greek Jewish Community, 
which has been greatly disturbed by missionary efforts among Jewish 
children and the numerous conversions of Jewish boys and girls. 


CANADA—A Bill has been passed. by the Quebec Legislature amend. 
ing the Sabbath Observance Law and removing provisions which have 
existed since 1907 permitting Jews and others who keep the Salrbath on 
Saturday to work on Sunday.

‘are loose on toys. Hence nursery planning makes a point of going 


over prospective toys for tiny tots with a view to removing any 
dangerous points. The squeaker in a rubber toy can, and very 
quickly is, carefully worked loose by the intensely interested baby. 
But its destination alas, is baby’s mouth, and unless mother or nurse 
is there to claim it when at last baby bas got it free, complications in 
more ways than one are liable to follow. Similar tragedies can be 
avoided in connection with bunny rabbit's ear (which, after all, can 
be tastefully replaced by a few stitches in darning wool), boot button 
eyes and the kind of eye that is really a long glass headed pin. 
All these ingenious subterfuges of the toy trade are speedily 
debunked by the enterprising baby. And toallow such predicaments 
as the missing of such objects to cause panic and consternation 
among the grown-ups is a failure of nursery planning. 


A LOVABLE FAILING 


Jewish parents are famous for the care and the real love they 
bestow on their children. But they often quite unintentionally fail, 
by too great concentration on the children themselves. They can 
modify this very lovable fail- 
ing by devoting some of the 
intelligent attention they now 
bestow on their youngsters to 
the making of suitable nursery 
plans—over their children's 
heads, as it were. The children 
must get the impression that 
the plan into which they have 
to fit was devised quite irres- 
pective of themselves. It isa 
pardonable fiction which, if it 
is successfully carried out, 
will help even an only child to 
grow up harmoniously and 
happily. Habit forming is a 
process which must begin 
almost with life itself. The 
toddler who has learnt to 
accustom his system to regular 
feeding and to performing his daily personal tasks at regular times 
is well on the way to successful adult citizenship.. He bas learnt to 
precede his meals, from the time his teeth begin to appear, with 
biting rusks or crusts that exercise his little jaws. He has learnt 
to clean the little teeth that have appeared in his gums. The taste 
of the toothpaste appeals to his palate, and he has to be carefully 
taught not to eat it.. It’s just one of the many lessons that go to 
make up his young days. 

Babies who cannot walk enjoy crawling about in the garden in 
the summer. There are quite a number of pitfalls to avoid when 
providing for this very enjoyable infantile exercise. If the grass is 
at all damp, you must place a ground-sheet underneath the rug upon 
which baby crawls. Even if it is very dry, you must watch baby 
carefully to see that he does not swallow stones or earth. The 
baby in the accompanying pictures is going to have his meal 
out of doors, a practice that should be followed whenever at all 
possible. He is stretching for his Ovaltine rusk and clapping his 
wee hands with delight when the tin appears.

Ben Uri Annual Exhibition 


Open House for Jewish Artists 


The Ben Uri Jewish Art Gallery's Annual Exhibition of works 
by Jewish artists is being held until the 5th Juy at 45, Great 
Windmill Street, Piccadilly Circus, by courtesy of the Anglo. 
Palestinian Club. The room is pleasant, having one long wall that 
is well lit. One does feel, however, that Ben Uri should makea 
real effort to rent a recognised West End Gallery for these shows, 
so that they may get greater publicity and give the younger artists 
a better chance of making a gale. 

The change of venue, is, however, a great improvement; and 
more important still is the promise of the Committee to include ~ at 
least one work by any Jewish artist who desires to exhibit, provided 
that such work either has been executed during the past .twelve 
months or has not been exhibited previously elsewhere.” I under. 
stand that the positive side of this promise has been rigorously 
kept, and that not one single eligible work has been rejected. If 
that is so, the general level of the ninety exhibits is quite 
amazingly high and justifies the Committee's bold policy. Indeed, 
I would say that it is higher than in other years. If it is not repre- 
sentative, it is the artists’ own fault. 

The condition attached to the promise does not, however, appear 
to have been rigorously enforced. Several of the works have been 
executed over a year ago, and have been previously exhibited. 
Mr. A. A. Wolmark himself is surely one of the chief offenders; both 
of his works (Nos. 3 and 23), painted in 1930 and 1911, I seem to 
remember seeing in his recent show at Cooling’s. Arnold Marx's 


beautifully direct “Lynmouth” (No. 13) was shown at the 
ADolian Hall, Orovida'’s lovely “African Mother’ (No. 25) was 
at the Leicester Galleries, and I suspect several others. This 


rule should be rigorously observed for two reasons: (a) 16 would 
giye more space to the genuinely eligib'e exhibits and enable them 
to be better seen, and (5) it is the only way to get these Ben Uri 
shows recognised asa really representative Jewish Society worthy 
of a place in general and not merely Communal esteem. 

As I have said, this year’s is a first class exhibition, and next 
week hope to deal with the most important exhibits in detail. 


David Bomberg’s Spain 


At the Cooling Galleries, David Bomberg shows the results of 
his recent visit to Spain. Cuenca, Ronda, Picos de Europa and 
Alora are the places pictorialised; but those who want souvenir 
jandscapes are likely to .be disappointed, for Bomberg 
individual vision.

Dutch Jewish Potters’ Exhibition in London 


[From our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM] 


An artist whose reputation has spread beyond the borders of the 
Netherlands; and whose work is being hailed by Continental con- 
noisseurs as of exceptional merit and originality, is holding an exhibition 
at the Zwenmuer Galleries, Charing Cross Road, W.C.2, from to-day 
till July 2ist. The artist is a co-religionist, Lea Halpern, the standard 
of whose work, already early in her career, earned for her the sobriquet 
of “ Princess of Dutch Potters,” a designation which her later work 
has fully justified. 

This work is off the beaten track and is inspired by a deep feeling 
of sensitiveness, combined with an imnate conception for harmony in 
form and colour. With these natural qualities, added to years of 
intensive study, Lea Halpern has succeeded in the creation of original 
work of special distinction. Each of her objects 1s differently modelled, 
differently inspired, and each piece is representative of mature handling 
in all the processes it has undergone. 

The glazed effects she is able to obtain, even in some of her 
plainly formed vases, pots and other articles modelled by her at the 
potter’s wheel, are remimscent of the art as practised in ancient China. 
Miss Halpern has made a specialty of colouring and glazing, and most 
of her work is distinguished by the multi-coloured effects she intro- 
duces into her objects. As the result of her knowledge of chemistry, 
and of the possibilities offered during the firing process, such as the 
raising and lowering of the temperature, or of adding or reducing the 
supply of air in the oven, she is able at will to produce colour 
schemes rarely seen in the work of other artists.

Of the large number of examples of her work recently exhibited 
at one of the Dutch State Museums, mention must be made of somo 
showing every shade of Celadon green, and of others gleaming with 
an intense black glaze as nch as jet. There were objects too, ghittering 
with a copper glaze shade, and others shading from pearl-grey to tender 
brown tints. Equally charming are the objects in which Miss Halpern 
introduces her rare and characteristic “yellow gold” glaze. Examples ot 
her work have been purchased by several State Galleries in Holland, 
while the Queen, and other members of the Dutch Royal family, who 
are enthusiastic collectors of pottery, have, on various occasions, 
bought pieces of Miss Halpern’s work. 

Miss Halpern owes her versatility to a great extent to her many 
and varied experiences in several schools of art during her years of 
training. She has studied in Berlin, continued her experunents in 
research in Vienna, and finally at the Royal School of Pottery in 
Gouda, Holland. She prepares her own maternal, does her own 
modelling at the wheel, as well as by hand, does her own 
stoking of the furnace and each piece is entirely, and in every respect, 
completed unaided by assistance of any kind. 


Ben Uri Art. Society 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The Annual Mecting of the Ben Uri Jewish Art Society was heli at 
Windmill House, Great Windmill Street, W., on Sunday last and was 
preceded by a luncheon and the opening of the Annual Exhibition. The 
President of the Society, Mr. Israel M. Sieff, presided. 

Speaking at the luncheon, Mr. Sieff said that although there were 
doubts about segregating Jewish art from other kinds, there was no doubt 
that by such means they could show their enemies what they could do. 
The Society was now twenty-one years old: they owed a great debt of 
gratitude to its founders. They must continually strive to make the 
Society more vital. The move to new premises Was a good step and he 
had some hope for the future in that connection. He suggested that the 
Anglo-Palestine Club might have a permanent display of their pictures on 
their walls. Mr. Morris Myer also spoke, 

The exhibition was then opened. 

Mr, Israel M. Sieff presided at the Annual Meeting, and in submitting 
the annual report, said that there was evidence of increased support for the 
Society. Among the functions which they could usefully perform was 
the undertaking of a survey of the position of Jewish artists in this 
country. The Nazi philosophy, he said, was not merely an attack on 
Jews as Jews, but on Jewish culture. It was, therefore of the utmost 
importancé to focus attention on Jewish achievement in the modern 
world, as illustrative of the eternal truths and values. An ambitious 
policy of extended activity on the part of Ben Uri would raise the prestige 
not only of the Society but of the Jewish Community as a whole. 

The report and financial statement were adopted after a discussion.

By EXAMINER” 
THE POGROMS IN POLAND 
The events in Palestine have to some extent overshadowed the 
happenings in Poland. A writer in the JEWISH MORNING JOURNAL 
draws attention to the serious character of the anti-Jewish excesses 
by contrasting the present violence against the Jews with those 
under the Tsarist rule. 


A comparison of the pogroms in 1881 with the present anti-Jewish 


. outrages in Poland, the author writes, shows that the death-roll of the 


recent outbreaks was considerably higher. In 1881 no Synagogues wero 
burned or bombs thrown, andthe moral standard revealed by the masses, 
as well as by the intelligentsia, is much lower to-day than. during 
the Warsaw pogrom in 1881, or even during the Vilna pogrom in the 
early days of the Polish regime. The Poles asserted that the pogrom in 
Warsaw fifty-four years ago had been inspired by the Tsarist Govern- 
ment. Asa matter of fact, it was cstablished by foreign observers that 
it was engineered by Poles. Moreover, in the pogrom at Przytik, the 
poorest Jews were attacked. Attacks on such unfortunate people were 
almost undfeard of under the Tsarist-rule. Theattitude of the authorities 
after the excesses over fifty years ago was far more humane than the 
conduct of the present Polish authoritics. 

What is perhaps most regrettable in the present position, the writer 
remarks, is that not only had the Polish aristocracy done little to express 
its sympathy with the sufferers, but even a considerable section of the 
Polish workers has not demonstrated its repugnance at the anti-Jewish 


excesses. He recalls that though no Polish Socialist Party existed in 188], | 


Polish workers nevertheless gave expression to their sympathy with the 
Jews ina practical manner; they also issued a proclamation in a Polish 


paper pledging themselves to assist the Jewish victims materially, because | 


they felt a certain responsibility forthe tragedy. A considerable sum Was 
collected among the poor Poles to aid the Jewish sufferers of the pogrom. 
Now, however, the Polish aristocracy is entirely anti-Semitic. They talk 
about assisting Jews to emigrate to Palestine which, in effect, means that 
they regard the Jews as aliens and are anxious to get rid of them, The 
Polish masses are almdést as devoid of any feeling or interest in the fate of 
the Jews as is the aristocracy.

Foundation-stone of New Synagogue Laid 


HISTORICAL ASSOCIATIONS

On Sunday last the foundation-stone of a new Synagogue, which 
will take the place of the old Queen Street (Portsea) Shool. estab- 
lished in 1780, was laid by the Warden, Mr. Hyman Filer, who was 
presented with a silver trowel by the builder, Councillor R. J. 
Winnicott.

A large aud distinguished gathering of Jews and non-Jews was 
present at the service and ceremony. The Chief Rabbi delivered an 
address, in which he referred to the long history of the Portsmouth 
Jewish Community (it is the oldest Congregation outside the 
Metropolis), which had, during its career, produced many notable 
Jews, both clerical and lay, and had given two Mayors to the town. 
The erection of a new Synagogue, he continued, showed that the 
Jewish people still possessed a soul, and the departure from the old 
quarter of Portsea to the pleasant residential surroundings of South. 
sea was a wise one in that it would attract the young and adolescent 
to the Synagogue precincts. 

The Service, which was conducted by the Revs. H. I. Alexander 
and M. Schwartz, assisted by Miss Evelyn Solomon at the organ and 
by a Choir, terminated with the singing of the National Anthem, 
after which tea was served on the lawn. :

Hebrew and Religion Classes to be Formed 


MINISTER-TEACHER TO BE APPOINTED 
our Corre spondent | 


A meeting of the Council of the United Hebrew Congregation was 
held on Sunday last. .The President, Mr. D. I. Sandelson, presided, 

The Chairman referred to the forthcoming celebration by the 
Honorary Life President (Mr. 8. Wolfson) of his Golden Wedding, and 
moved that an illuminated address, recording the Community’s 
gratitude to him for his life-long services, should be presented to him, 
This was agreed to. 

Mr. Sandelson stated that the principal item of the agenda was 
a recommendation by the Executive that the United Hebréw Con- 
gregation should forthwith institute Hebrew and Relgion Classes 
under the direction of a Junior Minister. He called attention to 
statistics which had recently been obtained, showing the many 
hundreds of Jewish bovs and girls who were receiving little or no 
Hebrew and relimious edueation. After reviewing the efforts of the 
Congregation in the past, and said that the-issue was not only whether 
the Congregation should institute the Classes, because that was a 
fundamental duty of the Congregation which they dared not delay any 
longer, but whether these Classes should be under the direction of 
a Headmaster, to. be appointed, or a Jumor Minister’ having teaching 
experience, The problem was a difficult one. Had funds permitted, 
he (Mr. Sandelson) felt that the proper course would have. been to 
appoint an independent. Director of Education, whose whole time 
would. be spent in the establishment of Hebrew Classes and the 
promotion of Hebrc=tGucation in the Commumity generally. Failing 
efiorts by other Congregations to repair the grnevous damage to the 
coming Zeneration through the lack of Hebrew and religious educa- 
tion, 1t was a responsibility which fell on the shoulders of the United 
Hebrew Congregation. The Executive, nevertheless, held the opinion 
that, in view of the urgent need for a Jumor Minister, there was 
no reason why the gentleman who would be appointed should not 
combine both functions. , 

Mr. M. Stross (Vice-President) moved the adoption of the recom- 
mendation of the Executive, and Mr. Henry Freedman (Honorary 
Treasurer) seconded. 

Mr. Max Nathan opposed the report of the Executive, and said 
that a Jumior Minister would never adequately fill the position of 
Headmaster of the Classes. It was a whole-time job, and the task was 
much greater than merely catering for members’ children. He urged 
that the time had come for the establishment of a Jewish Day School. 

Mr. J. Porton moved an amendment that the Classes be instituted 
under the direction of an independent Headmaster. 


Mr. E. M. Rowlands seconded the ~mendment, and said that ; 


his experience classes conducted by a Minister were never successf’, 
because the Minister gave priority to other Ministerial duties. 

Mr. B. Harrison supported the resolution of the Executive, a 
said that, much as he appreciated the ideals of the President for t! 
institution of a comprehensive scheme for Hebrew and religious tra 
ing of the young in the Community as a whole, he felt that they shou 
go by stages, and as a first step cater adequately for the children 
the members of the Congregation. That was a large enough task wi 
a membership of 1,100.. It was not finance which influenced him 
desiring that the Classes should be under the headmastership of + 
Junior Minister. They ought to copy the example of many lead 
pubhe schools where the Headmasters were chosen from the ranks 
the clergy. Instinctively Jewish parents would feel that their child 
would come under the finest influence in a. school which ¥ 
vigorously conducted by an earnest and enthusiastic Minister of 
religion. 

Mr. A. M. Hurwitz said that it was futile to speak of classes 
conducted by a Minister m the past having proved a failure, because 
invariably those conditions obtained in a small Congregation, where 
the Minister combined a host of functions. Moreover, the new type 
of clergy produced by Jews’ College comprised men of learning who 
were taught to realise that the teaching of the young was one of the 
primary functions of a Minister. 


Mr. M. Saipe wound up the diseussion on behalf of the Executive, 


and said that they had every confidence that they would be able to 
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secure the right type of Minister who would adequately fill the position 
of Headmaster of the Hebrew and Religion Classes. They were limited 
in their finances, and the scheme proposed by the Executive was one 
which would not preclude further developments as and when the 
Congregation was in a position to develop. 

The recommendation of the Executive was adopted by a large 
majority. 

The President extended an invitation to the Council to be present 
on Saturday morning next at the Belgrave Street Synagogue, when 
Dr. Abelson will preach a sermon in commemoration of the Golden 
Wedding of Mr. 8. Wolfson. 

At a meeting of representative citizens held last week at the Civic 
Hall. under the Chairmanship of the Lord Mayor of Leeds, the Rev. 
Dr. J. Abelson and Sir Montague Burton, J.P., were among those who 
spoke in support of the establishment of a local King George Memorial 
Fund. 

Mrs. Charles Sumrie gave a Garden Party at her residence, Sandtmoor 
Drive, Alwoodley, last week, in aid of the funds of the Jewish Children’s 
Convalescent Home. ‘The function was well attended, and the sum of 
approximately £25 was raised. 

At the Anntial Meeting of the Ladies’ Aid Society, the Report and 
Balance-sheet were adopted.

SCRIBBANS AND COMPANY 
EXPANSION OF BUSINESS 

The ninth Annual General Meeting of Scribbans and Company, Ltd., vas 
held on June 24th at the Hotel Victoria, London W.C. 

Mr. Philip E. Hill (the Chairman) said that, in common with other 
concerns engaged in their industry, they found themselves-in the position of 
having increased business and less profits. The reduction in. their case 
amounted to some £25,000 less than the comparable figure for the previous 
year. It was naturally disappointing at a time when industry in this 
country was so prosperous to show a fall in profits, but the true importance 
of that was, in his opinion, quite insignificant when compared with the 
actual expansion of the Company's business during the period under review. 

The increased prices of raw materials paid by the Company and its 
subsidiary were over £63,000 in excess of those of the previous year. Under 
normal conditions they “should have been able to show an increase in net 
profits of something in excess of £38,000. During the period under review, 
the Company had opened many thousands of new accounts and its output 
for the present year showed a steady increase. As far as actual trade was 
concerned, he was anticipating that 1936 would be an excellent year for 
sales, but it was, quite. impossible to make any accurate forecast with regard 
to the price of raw materials.

An Object Lesson 
IDA SCHLONSKA’'S RECITAL 


Ida Schlonska’s recital at Grotrian Hall last week was a little 
object lesson in the advisability of singers keeping to the particular 
style of singing suited to their voices. Few Russian sopranos have 
voices capable of conveying the special qualities of heder, and as 
soon as she came to the German part of her programme she began 
to destroy the good opimon one had formed because of her work 
in the previous group of Italian songs. But then she returned to 
Ravel; and, although her version of “Kaddish” was not so impressive 
as it might have been, at least she got below the surface of the music, 
eatching the true rhapsocie quality of the song. A group of Spanish 
songs, and still more the Mussorgsky géoup at the end, enabled her to 
show that in certain branches of singing she is a very delightful artist 
to hsten to. 

Her voice is not so big as the usual Russian soprano’s, nor is it so 
shnll in high notes, except when she makes the mistake of trying to 
foree it. In the lower register, it has richness of tone which she 
mught well exploit more,: whereas the middle register is curiously 
toneless: One defect, which surely could be put right with further 
study, is her faulty breath control, which again and again was the 
cause of forced, and consequently slightly sharp, notes. If she can 
remedy that, ‘and also concentrate on drawing her repertotre from 
the neh store of French, Spamsh and Russian songs, leaving leder to 
others, she should have the satisfaction of winning her own faithful 
and enthusiastic audience in London.

The Heine Songs of Robert Franz 
JOHN GOSS AT THE WIGMORE HALL 


There is a certain type of artist who never becomes a “Ing name,” 
but who provides for many of us far more pleasure. Perhaps he lacks 
certain qualities—in the case of a singer, it may be a matter of 
volume; but frequently the qualities are less desirable—whuich the 
“big name’ seems to possess. But invariably one feels that such 
artists are concerned primarily with the music and only secondarily, 
if at all, with their own personalities. Perhaps pre-eminent among 
these is John Goss, whose enterprising, yet sound, musical taste gave 
us an unusual programme at the Wigmore Hall on Tuesday. 

Of particular interest was a group of love songs by Heine, set to 
music by Robert Franz—ten of the 257 songs written by this unfairly 
neglected lttle master. These settings are sunple almost to Sibelian 
bleakness. The piano part has no separate existence and the vocal 
part is so direct that one feels the poems must have been written to 
these notes. No composer's personality intrudes; they seem to be just 
Heine. In this way, they challenge no comparison with the better- 
known settings. The rest of the programme was full of interest. There 
were some settings by Respglu, in an antique style, of love poems 
by Boccaccio,, some Ayres by John Dowland, settings by Liszt of 
lynes from “William Tell” (a complete contrast. in treatment to the 
Franz heder), songs of Bernard Van Dieren, Hungarian Folk Songs 
set by Bela Bartok and a rare version of “Sally in Our Alley.”

JOSEPH HALTER’S JEWISH REVUE 


In the Jewish revue wiiteh Mr. J. G. Halter arranged for the 
National Programme on Wednesday, the predominant language proved 
to he  English—in which, until tleg finale, the entire revue was 
conducted, except for the introduction “(one Yiddish and two Hebrew 
songs. There was evidently the clear inteStion in this Jewish half-hour 
that the whole of it should appeal to thageneral listening public, 
whereas: in previous Jewish variety broadCasts there have been 
stretches in Yiddish that obviously had a hited audience and raised 
the question of how far sections of the publhe are entitled to have their 
special. predilections catered for. It must be pointed out, in this con- 
nection that the groups to which special programmes appeal are in very 
many cases considerably smaller than the Yiddish-speaking group. 

Mr. Halter was out to entertain the general listener, and I think he 
succeeded to a large extent. 

First of all he played safe by framing the revue in so conventional a 


setting as a typically-tuned opening and closing chorus which hoped to 


‘‘ drive away your sorrow—and joy will come to-morrow,”’ ete. Ai 
Burnett introduced himself as compére with his ‘‘ good evening, friends °’ 
song, and later gave some of his brand of American-Jewish dialect humour. 
Mona Lee imitated a guitar, playing the revue’s theme-song—which, by 
the way, was prominently printed in Hebrew characters in last Friday's 
A sketch, Oneg Shabbas,”’ 
followed, and I feel sure conveyed to the non-Jew an interesting impres- 
sion of the peace and goodwill to be found in the Sabbath atmosphere of a 
traditional Jewish home. Hector Abbas, by his fine speaking voice, and 
Eugenie Harris helped in making the scene the high-light of the revue—from 
a Jewish point of view—though it should be said that it only just managed 
to stay this side of sentimentality. The singing of Zemiros and Shir 
Hamaalot was introduced by the chorus. The musical arrangement of

An Object Lesson 
IDA SCHLONSKA’S RECITAL 


Ida Sehlonska’s recital at Grotrian Hall last week was a little 
object lesson in the advisability of singers keeping to the particular 
style of singing suited to their voices. Few Russian sopranos have 
voices capable of conveying the special qualities of lieder, and as 
soon as she came to the German part of her programme she began 
to destroy the good opimon one had formed because of her work 
in the previous. group of Italan songs. But then she returned to 
Ravel; and, although her version of “Kaddish” was not so impressive 
as it might have been, at least she got below the surface of the music, 


eatching the true rhapsodic quality of the song. A group of Spanish ‘ 


songs, and still more the Mussorgsky group at the end, enabled her to 
show that in certain branches of singing she is a very delightful artist 
to hsten to. | 

Her voice is not so big as the usual Russia soprano s, nor is it so 
shrill in Ingh notes, except when she ngkes tie mistake of trying to 
force it. In the lower register, it has richness of tone which she 
might well exploit more, whereas the middle register is curiously 
toneless. One defect, which surely could be put right with further 
study, is her faulty breath control, which again and again was the 
cause of forced, and consequently slightly sharp, notes. If she can 
remedy that, and also concentrate on drawing her repertoire from 
the rich store of French, Spanish and Kussian songs, leaving heder to 
others, she should have the satisfaction of winmng her own faithful 
and enthusiastic audience in London,

The Heine Songs of Robert Franz 
JOHN GOSS AT THE WIGMORE HALL 


There 1s a cértain type of artist who never becomes a “big name,” 
but who provides fot many of us far more pleasure. Perhaps he lacks 
eertain qualities—in the case of a singer, it may be a matter of 
volume; but frequently the qualities are less desirable—which the 
“big name’ seems to possess. But invariably one feels that such 
artists are concerned primarily with the music and only secondarily, 
fat all, with their own personalities. Perhaps re-elninent among 
these is John Goss, whose enterprising, vet $11. pir ra taste gave 
us an unusual programme at the Wigmore Hall on Tuesday. 

Of particular interest was a group of love songs by Héine, set to 
music by Robert Franz—-ten of the 257 songs wrtten by this unfairly 
neglected little master. These settings are sumple almost to Sibelian 
bleakness. . The piano part has no separate existence and the.vocal 
part is so direct that one feels the poems must have been written to 
these notes. No composers personahty intrudes; they seem to be just 
Heine. In this way, ‘they challenge no comparison with. better- 
known settings. The rest of the programme was full of interest. There 
were some settings by Respighi, in an antique style, of love poems 
by Boccaccio, some Ay res by John Dowland, settings by Liszt of 
lynes from “Wiliam Tell” (a complete contrast: in treatment to the 
Franz heder), songs of Bernard Van. Dieren, Hungarian Folk Songs 
set by Bela Bart6k,and a rare version of “Sally in Our, Alley.”

Almonds and Raisins 
JOSEPH HALTER’S JEWISH REVUE 


In the Jewish revue Wiiteh Mr. J. G. Halter arranged for the 
National Programme.on Wednesday, the predominant language proved 
to be English—in which, until tle finale, the entire revue was 
conducted, except for the introduction None Yiddish and two Hebrew 
songs. There was evidently the clear inteStion in this Jewish half-hour 
that the whole of it should appeal to thdgeneral lstening public, 
whereas in previous Jewish variety broadtasts there have been 
stretches in Yiddish that obviously had a limited audience and raised 
the question of how far sections of the public are entitled to have their 
special predilections catered for. It must be pointed out, in this con- 
nection that the groups to which special programmes appeal are in very 
many cases eonsiderably smaller than the Yiddish-speaking group. 

Mr. Halter was out to entertain the general listener, and I think he 
succeeded to a large extent. } 

First of all he played safe by framing the revue in so conventional a 
setting as a typically-tuned opening and closing chorus which hoped to 
‘drive away your sorrow—and joy will come to-morrow,”’ ete. As 
Burnett introduced himself as compére with his ‘* good evening, frends *’ 
song, and later gave some of his brand of American-Jewish dialect humour. 
Mona Lee imitated a guitar, playing the revue’s theme-song—which, by 
the way, was prominently printed in Hebrew characters in last Fnday’s 


Rapio as WO SYPSING. A sketch, Oneg Shabbas,”’ 
followed, and I feel sure conveyed to the non-Jew an interesting impres- 
sion of the peace and goodwill to be found in the Sabbath atmosphere of a 
traditional Jewish home. Hector Abbas, by his fine speaking voice, and 
Eugenie Harris helped in making the scene the high-light of the revue—from 
a Jewish point of view—though it should be said that # only just managed 
to stay this side of sentimentality. The singing of Zemiros and Shir 
Hamaalot was introduced by the chorus. The musical arrangement of 
these might, one felt, have been kept simpler. Henri Mondi’s contribution 
’ was to sing 1n Italian about ‘‘ Santa Lucia.”’ 
In the finale, the foik songs of Czechoslovakia, Poland and Russia, 


sung nicely by Ryinka Felezer and chorus, were interesting, and helped 


to stamp the programme as being representative of the Jew in lands of 
exile. They suggested the hope that as a contrast a programme inspired 
by the Jewish revival and containihg Palestinian folk songs in the place 
of European melodies, may be devised another time. Among this last 
up, however, there was that very lovely Yiddish folk tune, ‘‘Auf ‘n 
ripitchok,’’ that did not, unfortunately, come over the air with the 
clear enunciation it deserved. 
The B.B.C. Variety Orchestra, conducted by Mr. Halter, 
accompanied.
